

Ten Days In Montana.-No. 1.

Ever since tbe days of my childhood I have longed to see the 
great plains of the Far West. My highest ambition, my fondest 
dream, has been to huot the buffalo on his native prairies, to see 
the antelope, tbe Rocky Mountain Bheep,the elk, the black-tall deer 
and the coyote roam at will in their favorite ranges. I have 
longed to see the famous “ badlands ” of which authors, journal¬ 
ists and travelers have told us so much; which artists have 
attempted In vain to portray on canvas. I have longed for tbe 
privilege of ascending the tall buttes, and viewing with one sweep 
of the eye as much territory as Is inclosed wlthlu the boundary 
lines of one of our Eastern states. 

All these desires I have at last b. en permitted to realize, and 
their realization has far exceeded all my anticipations. These 
Western territories, at least Dikota and Moutana. the ones I 
have visited, are Indeed a veritable wonderland. I have seen and 
experienced so much on this trip that Is Interesting, Instructive 
and exciting, that I would fain tell my Btory to the readers of the 
Chicago Field, In the bops that some of them st least who have 
not seen this country, may receive some little benefit therefrom. 

I left Chicago at 10 a. m. of Sept. 15,on tbe Chicago, Milwau¬ 
kee & St. Paul railroad, arrived at St. Paul at 6 a. m. of tbe 
16 h, covering a distance of 409 miles In twenty hours, and en¬ 
joying a comfortable night's sleep In the meantime,In one of this 
company’s commodious and well appointed sleepers. I spent tbe 
day at St. Paul, and Improved the opportunity of taking a good 
look at this, one of the liveliest and most enterprising cities In 
the Northwest. 

At 6:20 p. in. I boarded the west bound train on the Northern 
Pacific Railroad, disposed myself In the Bleeper “ Fargo,'* and at 
a seasonable hour wrapped the drapery of my couch about me, 
and laid down to pleasant dreams. Tbe night was bright with 
the light of tbe full moon, and an occasional glance through tbe 
windows showed that the country through which we passed during 
tbe night was not thickly settled, nor generally speaking, good 
land. Most of the soli Is too sandy to be valuable for agricultu¬ 
ral purposes, though there are occasional tracts of a better quality, 
and on these there are good farms. After passing Bralnerd we 
enter a good country, a rich black soli. Here vegetation grows 
luxuriantly, and the farmers are In good circumstances. At 
Perham we enter the lake region. From here to Moorehead tbe 
country Is dotted all over with lakes of various sizes. Nearly all 
of them afford good fishing and duck shooting. Wild rice grows 
In most of them, and ducks breed numerously all through this 
part of the state. On nearly every lake or pond we passed we 
saw large numberB of them. They are very tame. They pay 
but little atten'Ion to the noise of the passing trains, and fre¬ 
quently sat within twenty feet of the track while we passed. 
Even when some of the passengers shot at them with revolvers 
they would not fly. Conductor Doyle told me that sportsmen 
often stand In the door of the baggage car and kill large numbers 
of them as tbe tratnB pass them. Chicken Bhootlng Is also good 
all along tbe line of this road from Bralnerd west to Its terminus. 
Deer are found In goodly numbers In the timber belt about De¬ 
troit, which Is ninety-two miles weBt of Bralnerd. 

At Hawley, 258 miles west of 8t. Paul, we enter the famous 
Red River valley, perhaps one of the greatest wheat growing 
countries In the world. The valley proper Is thirty to forty miles 
wide and level as a floor, with natural drains here aud there, to 
carry off the water. All this vast extent of prairie, as far as 
the eye can reach, is covered with wheat, all of which has now 
been cut and much of It Blacked, the balance standing In shock. 
There are many farms in this valley of three thousand to thirty 
thousand acres each, aiid one—the Cass-Cheeney farm just west 
of Fargo—contains forty thousand acres. It Is not unusual to 
see a thousand, or even two thousand acres of wheat In a single 
field. Very little grain of any other kiod Is raised In this valley. 
One man, a proprietor of one of these large farms, owns six to 
twelve reapers, and three to six threshers. I counted from one 
hundred to one hundred and twenty stacks of wheat on each of 
several different farms, and still in no instance was the crop all In 
stack. At Casselton, going west, we emerge from the valley and 
rise on to higher land, nearly all of which Is, however, fine farm¬ 
ing land. There are but very few farms between this point and 
the Missouri River. We frequently make runs of ten to fifteen 
miles without passing a house, and then those that we do pass 
are only the station houses built by the railroad company. There 
are several good farms near Jamestown, which Is ninety-three 
miles west of Fargo, On the James River, and the James valley Is 
said to be almost as well adapted to wheat growing as the Red 
River valley. Boats ply on the James to this point and to mili¬ 
tary posts some distance north of here. 

Near Crystal Springs, a elation one hundred and thirty miles 
west of Fargo, we saw the first alkali beds one meets with on 
the line of this road. There are three of them, covering In the 
aggregate probably five hundred acres. lo the wet season these 
are lakes of water, but as tbe dry, hot season progresses, the 
water all evaporates, leaving a deposit of pure alkali. Within 
elehty rods Ml one of these beds Is a lake of pure fresh water 
In which there Is no particle of alkali. 

After leaving Jamestown tbe train men told us we were likely 
to see antelope at any time, that they were frequently seen within 
a few hundred yards of the track. I strained my eyes all day 
long looking for them, but did not catch sight of one. Toward 
night a man In the seat just In front of me looked out of his 
window and shouted “ Antelope." I ventured to ask him why 
did his aunt elopel Were the old folks opposed ‘to the match, 
or did the young couple simply get up this kind of a scheme on ac¬ 
count of tbe romance of It? looked at me a minute or two 
and then shook his head and sighed, aa It to Say, “ Poor fellow, 
[ m sorry for you.” Soon after this a crow flew along opposite 
the train for a mile or two, keeping just even with the car we 
were In. My neighbor In front turned around and asked me If I 
knew how far a crow could fly without stopping to rest. I said 
no, I was not well up In crow-nology, and was always getting 
my dates mixed up. He looked at me again Intently for a few 
minutes and then went forward and told the conductor there was’ 


an escaped lunatic In the rear coach, and be ought to be taken 
into tbe baggage car and taken care of. 

There were four Pawnee Indians on tbe train from 8t. Paul to 
Bismarck. They were m route to their home, or camp, which Is 
with the Rees, near Fort Berthold. They told us that a roving 
band of Oblppewas had Invaded the Rees reservation a few days 
ago, and stolen several ponies, A number of Rees warriors 
turned out, and followed them, overtook them, and recaptured 
the ponies, killing six of tbe Cfalppewas, and losing four of their 
own men. The Pawnees were feeling good over tbe success of 
their friends, the Rees, and the defeat of the Chlppewas, who are 
. their bitter enemies. We arrived at Bismarck at 8:80 p. m., 
twenty-four hours’ ride from 8t. Paul, and, as there was no train 
west od the extension until next morning, I put up at the Sheridan 
House, which Is said to be the best hotel In tbe place, but if this 
be so, I pity the others. After supper I took a walk round to 
the gun store to Interview the proprietor thereof as to game out 
along tbe extension. He told me I could find all the antelope 
shooting I wanted In tbe Curlew valley, about twenty-five miles 
west. This was just what I wanted, just what I had come for. 
But he said If I wanted larger game I could get It; that a man 
just lo from Green River, one hundred miles west, reported having 
seen several large herds of buffaloes only forty miles south of that 
station two days before. Shades of Nimrod! Could It be pos¬ 
sible that I was within one hundred and forty miles of a herd of 
buffalo! And I was going to Green River, and should then be 
only forty miles from them. I resolved at once to kill a buffalo 
before I returned, or get scalped In the attempt. But then how 
was I to make that forty miles! And who would I get to go 
with me for company, and to help keep the Indians off! Well he 
said I could probably hire a man at Green River to take me down 
there on a buck board, but that two of us couldn’t do much 
toward keeping Indians off In case we Bhould run across a 
parly of them. Well, I said, I would go for the buffaloei any 
way, and take the chances on meeting the Indians. 

The construction train was to leave at 5.30 the next mornine 
for 11 end of track." That was the way my ticket read, and that 
was where I wanted to go, and so I bold tbe clerk to call me 
when the lark flew down from his roost. At breakfast the next 
morning I bad the pleasure of meeting Judge Henry Souther, of 
Erie, Pa. There was only us two at early breakfast, so the Judge 
introduced himself to me, and I introduced myself to him. 
He asked me where I was going. I said to the end of 
the track, If not farther. I asked him where he was 
going, and he said to the end of the track, and from 
there Into the buffalo country; that he was to meet a party 
of friends at Mandan, just across the river, who had everything 
cut and dried for a big buffalo hunt. I asked him If there was 
any chance for a representative of the Chicago Field to get 
counted Into that party, and he Bald he was only a guest, but 
thought he could arrange It for me all right. This was more 
good news. We got Into a box-car, and rode up to the ferry, 
four miles above town. The water In the “ Big Muddy ” Is at a 
low stage at this season of the year, and the ferry had great 
difficulty in making tbe landings. However, we succeeded in 
getting over, were switched into the train on the other side, and 
left Mandan at 10 a. m. for the front. At the depot Judge Souther 
Introduced me to Mr. James Bellows, of the firm of Walker, 
Bullows & Co., railroad contractors, and to Mr. B. J. Van Vleck. 
tbelr cashier aud paymaster, who had made up the party for the 
buffalo hunt. They received me kindly, and gave me a cordial 
Invitation to join their party, which invitation I of course eagerly 
and thankfully accepted. There was another bunting party on 
board the train bound for the buffalo country. A man from 
Custer City had been to Bismarck and employed four men at 
thirty-fire dollars a month and board, and they were going out to 
kill buffaloes for the Bklns. They declined to tell us where they 
expected to find the herd, but, as will be seen later on, we found 
it before they did. They got off the train at Green River. 

Thirty miles out from Mandan we endered the Curlew Valley, 
a very handsome country, by the way, which will one day be a 
rich farming district. The Curlew river Is a small, clear stream 
of pure water, and will be useful for stock raising. At this 
point we saw our first antelope. There were two of them graz¬ 
ing on a hillside about four hundred yards from the road. As 
tbe train came In sight they stood and looked at It for a minute 
sod then turning tbelr white rumps to us, skurrled away over tbe 
hills oat of sight. From this point west we saw them almost 
every hour in the day. This valley Is a famous feeding ground 
for them. The conductor Informed us that there Is a herd of 
from twenty-five to forty that grszs here all tbe time. He said 
that some days they would all be together, on other days scat¬ 
tered out In small herds. Beavers are plentiful along this stream 
and Its tributaries, and since the railroad has been built they are 
making trouble In some Instances by cutting away tbe piles under 
bridges and culverts. 

Soon after entering the Curlew Valley we were shown a ranebe 
owned by a man named Warns, who has lived here about ten 
years. His house stands on the top of a high rocky bluff or butte, 
and 1b stoned up on the outside In such a way as to render It 
bullet-proof; In fact, It Is a stockade, or fort, on a small scale. 
It Is said that the Indians have tried several times to kill or cap¬ 
ture him, but he has always been able to hold his position against 
them. He refuses to say whether he has ever killed any Indians 
or not, but says that If Geq. Custer were alive he could tell where 
several of them are burled, not far off. He Is said to have been 
a warm personal friend of Custer’s. 

Near Eagle’s Nest station our attention fras called tu" Young 
Man's Butte,” a high peak, so named from the fact that some 
years ago a young lieutenant of the i army, who was killed In a 
fight with Indians near the butte, was burled on Its summit, and 
about a year later, when his friends from tbe East came to ex¬ 
hume his body and take It borne for burial, it was found to be 
completely petrified. Before bis death he weighed but one hun¬ 
dred and sixty pounds, and when taken up weighed three hundred 
and ninety pounds. About two miles to tbe northwest we were 
shown another tall butte, the tallest Iq all this section of country, 
called ” Caster’s Lookout.” It Is said that tbe lamented com¬ 
mander used, frequently, during his Indian campaigns, to ascend 


this peak, and with the aid of his field glass scan the surrounding 
country in Bearch of hostile Indians. 

We reached Green River, one hundred miles west of Bismarck 
at two o’clock p. m., and had to wait there for a new train to be 
made up to take us to the front. Green River has been, for some 
months past, virtually the end of the track, although track laying 
has been all the time progressing rapidly beyond. Lately, how¬ 
ever, the company has established another station thirty-five 
miles west, which Is now tbe terminus of the road so far as run¬ 
ning of regular trains Is concerned, and Green River mUBt now 
take a back seat; In other words It is only a way station. Con¬ 
sequently the “ town ’’ that had been built up here is rapidly 
packing up and resuming Its march with the star of empire,west¬ 
ward. Board shanties, or "shacks" as they are called here, 
are being pulled down, tents struck, stocks of goods boxed and 
all being shipped to the newest and now most popular town on 
the extension. Houston. 

We reached this latter place at eight o’clock p. m., and were 
given a warm reception by tbe railroad people and by the officers 
of Gen. Merrill’s command which Is now stationed here. They 
Invited us to sup with them, showed us through their quarters, 
introduced us to their ladles and to the General, and in fact, 
showed us every attention and courtesy possible. Gen. Merrill 
and his subordinates have laid out a town site here and taken 
steps to procure title to the land on which It lies. 

This point is one hundred and thirty-five miles west of Bis¬ 
marck. The track la laid to a point five miles west at this writing, 
and it is progressing at the rate of two miles per day. The 
grading is nearly all done through to the Yellowstone River, and 
the portion not done is being pushed forward with all possible 
speed. Bridges are being put in, iron and ties pushed forward 
as fast as rolling stock can haul them, and It Is expected that the 
whistle of the locomotive will be heard on the banks of the Yel¬ 
lowstone before snow flies. Messrs. Walker, Bellows & Co., the 
contractors for the construction of this road, are men of ample 
means, great energy and enterprise, and they allow nothing to 
hinder the progress of tbelr work. They will only euepand oper¬ 
ations when the weather becomes bo cold aa to render it Impos¬ 
sible for the men to work, and will resume again aa soon as the 
frost Is out in the Spring. They expect to reach the National 
Park next Fall, and Paget Sound in the Fall of '82. 

On Saturday, tbe 18th, our party having Borne business to 
transact at Houston, that would take up the greater part of the 
day, I took ray rifle and walked out four or five miles from camp 
to try and flag an antelope. I saw three during the day, but they 
had been bunted so much near camp that they knew what a red 
flag meant, and would not come near it, so I did not get a shot. 
1 saw two carcasses of antelopes that had been killed by hunters, 
but. had gone so far after being hit that they had not been re¬ 
covered. The coyotes had eaten all the flesh from tbelr bones. 
On my return to camp I passed a large prairie dog town. While 
I was yet half a mile away the dog6 set up a lively barking, and 
kept It up until 1 was In the midst of tbelr village. I undertook to 
shoot some of them, bb every tendorfoot does who goes to tbe 
plains. I had read aud been told often that they would always 
drop Into their boles when shot, but thought that possibly a large 
caliber rifle ball with a high velocity might possibly knock them 
away from the hole, and that I might thus be able to secure a 
specimen for mounting. I killed several, but although the force 
of the ball did knock them across the hole, they Invariably fell 
back into It, and J could not get them. I then tried shooting 
into the dirt ju,t under them, thinking I might be able to thus 
kill, or at least paralyze them by tbe concusslou, and perhaps 
throw them away from the hole, but though I could throw them 
up a foot or more into the air, they Invariably tumbled back into 
their hole, so I gave up the ta6k, and returned to camp. On the 
way back I found some very line specimens of petrifle I wood,. f 
which there are great quantities all through this region of coun¬ 
try. 

Mr. Bellows had arranged to go over tbe line of the road from 
Houston to the Yellowstone, and pay off hia men who are en¬ 
gaged In grading, bridge building, etc After completing this 
duty we were to leave the line at the most favorable point, and 
strike the buffalo with as little delay as possible. He accordingly 
provided teams at Houston to take us through. They consisted 
of two buck-boards aud a light platform wagon. On these were 
loaded our tent, blankets, provisions, guns, ammunition, and 
other equipments necessary for the expedition, and besides, com¬ 
fortable seats were provided for all the party to ride on them. 
Three extra ponies were led for use when we should reach the 
buffalo country. In addition to this complete and comfortable 
outfit, Gen. Merrill sent with us an escort of five men and a non¬ 
commissioned officer, as a safeguard against roving bands of 
hostile Indians, with whom we were liable to meet at any point 
along tbe line. 

Our expedition left Houston at 8 o'clock a. m. of the 19th, and 
after driving five miles, we entered the famous " bad lands,” 
through which the Little Missouri river flows. An accurate de¬ 
scription of these bad lands, such an oue as will present to t he 
eye of the reader i fair picture of them, is one of the Impossibili¬ 
ties of the English language. Geologists who have examined 
them have various theories as to tbelr origin; but tbe most com¬ 
mon one, and that which appears to me most tangible, 1 b, that at 
some remote period there were great Internal convulsions of tbe 
earth, something of tbe nature of earthquakes, that, owing to 
the existence of extensive subterranean caverns, at no great dis¬ 
tance below tbe crust or surface, gave way and dropped, to dis¬ 
tances varying In different localities, from two hundred to five 
hundred feet. The bases or floors of these caverns must have 
been very uneven. Apparently there were In places great ledges 
or pillars of granite or other solid formation, towering to great 
heights from these floors. £>n these projections this falling mass 
must have struck, and portions of It were held In suspense, while 
tbe remainder passed on down to tbe general level base of the 
caverns. The general surface parsing down left these portions 
of It which first met with resistance, protruding through, and 
thus were formed great buttes, peaks, mounds and pyramids, of 
all sizes, heights, shapes and colors that the most speculative 
mind could possibly Imagine.

Both 
dogs showed defects in quartering, after a long run neither dog j 
making game; some chtckenB that had been flushed out of acorn- 
field by a granger aportfiman, were marked down in tbe prairie < 
sevetal hundred vards ahead. In working up to them, Romeo 
started a jack rabbit. Both dogs made a start, but at command 
stopped lnstamly and remained at a charge while their handlers, 
the judgeB and spectators enjoyed a sight not often witnessed, 
of tbe great speed at which these little animals cau run. Advan¬ 
cing again Thistle ln turning dowu w ind at full speed, flushed a 
single bird, for which he was not penalized.

All hands reported promptly at breakfast, and after a half 
hour’s delay by the livery men, we were off to the field. 

Reaching a favorable looking prairie 8t. Elmo and Lizzie met 
In order, were put down at half-past eight, Mr. Cooper handling 
St. Elmo, and Mr. Waddlngton handling Lizzie. These Intelli¬ 
gent animals seemed to catch a special Inspiration and dashed off 
with an Independence and style which challenged the highest 
degree of admiration. St. Elmo shows a little the best style, 
while Lizzie counteracts It by leading him Id pace, and one of 
tbe judges was beard to whisper In the almost breathless 
silence that prevailed, “ Look out Thistle, for your dashing pace; 
here are no mean competitors for first rank.” But, alas! how 
often when triumph Is about to be crowned with success, some 
hidden misfortune dashes It to atoms. Thus It was with St. 
Elmo. He makes two almost unpardonable flushes In succession, 
with the wind ln his favor. Both drop to wing. 

Tbe dogs were here token up, and the parties drove some two 
miles farther west, when the dogs were again put down In the 
pratrtc.

The party repaired to a farm houee for lunch, which being over, 
our friend Taft, knowing that Dorr had something as hard as 
Flint to contend against, Invoked divine favor by making Dorr 
say bis prayers, which this sagacious Gordon did in the most ap¬ 
proved shaker custom, to toe Intense amusement of the numer¬ 
ous granger family at whose hospitable mansion we lunched.

It After supper the Judges repaired to their room to balance up 
the results of the respective heats, and found that Thistle, Judy, 
it Lizzie, Colonel and Dorr bad won ln their heats respectively. 

3 T Before the announcement of the winners, however, Messrs, 
ru Whitman, Davidson, Waddlngton, Cooper, Taft and Baum upon 
consultation unanimously agreed, that by reason of tbe scarcity 
r- of birds to omit the second series of heats and leave It to the 
ts judges to award first, second and third prizes to the three dogs 
if, they considered the best In tbe heats already run, which resulted

ds Elmo on a score of 80* points. Third to Dorr on a score of 77* 
y. points, which result seemed to be entirely sitlsfactory to all par- 
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It ts devoutly to be hoped toe first field trials of Nebraska will 
not be the last. Oor sportsmen cannot afford to lose tbe oppor¬ 
tunity of attending and taking note of them. Good training la 
the tint qua turn to good field dogs, and nowhere Is this quality 
ln the pointer or setter better displayed than at the field trial. 
Comparatively few sportsmen can afford to place their dogs tn 
the bands of a trainer until he la two years old, and if they do 
without some knowedge of the art ln haudliog a dog, they would 
be very apt to spoil or at least Injure them, however well they 
msy have been broken. It the sportsmen of Nebraska will join 
ln this matter they can make one of the most successful trials 
that has ever been' held lo this country. They have good materials 
for it ln both setters snd pointers, Imported and native, and only 
lack systematic training.

yond finding and pointing. This Inequality ln education no 
doubt deterred our sportsmen from attending aud participating 
In the trials, excepting a few instances of unavoidable absence.

Another Report of the Nebraska Trials.

r- Both have style on point and backing, and are a very prom 
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brace of popples, befog bat twenty months old. Next to Lizzie 
L ee god 8t. Elmo,' who ran afterward, they were the 
beat two that ran together. The owner of Pride finding 
birds so scarce, withdrew him, as it was getting late, 
and really no birds were to be found to run the 
heat off before the nest morning. He conceded Judy to be the 
faster with equally good style on point, a fine retriever, and as 
she had shown she would back staunchly, be claimed there was 
no use to prolong the heat. One circumstance that elicited the 
praise of all for Pride, I will mention. He bad never seen a Jack 
rabbit, when one got up very close and directly In front of him, 
passed entirely around him and made for a corn-field close by; 
Pride dropped Instantly and remained until ordered up. This 
was considered by the judges remarkable. They say a dog sel¬ 
dom falls to chase the first one he sees. One had before started 
in front of Pride, but being shot at, the dog, which dropped In¬ 
stantly to shot, failed to take after It. It was considered had not 
bis owner feared a chase he would not have shot, as he did not 
bit the rabbit. (Your report will show the little chance he had 
to do himself credit.) This heat closed the race for the first day, 
as the running did not commence until two p. m. 

The next brace down was Lizzie Lee, owned and hunted by 
George Waddlngton, of Geneva, Iowa, and 8t. Elmo, owned by 
Dr. Fleet Spier, of Brooklyn, and bunted by J. Cooper. Lizzie 
Lee Is a black and white ticked bitch, by Druid, out of Whitman’s 
Millie, and whelped March IB, 1879; 8t. Elmo Is a black, white 
and tan dog by Pride of the Border, out of Herzberg’s Jessie, and 
about four years old. This heat was the cream of the trials, and 
was worth going a long distance to see. Both quartered splen¬ 
didly, ranged wide, and were very fast. Lizzie showed the bet¬ 
ter nose of the two, and, I thought, quartered the beat. Both 
are easily handled and do all that la required cheerfully, are 
staunch before and behind, retrieve well, etc. I think Lizzie’s 
quartering, nose and speed won her the heat. It was a close 
thing, as 8t. Elmo has Improved very much In hts range and 
speed since his last trial; he Is now a hard one to beat. Wad¬ 
dlngton felt very proud to win over an old dog who had before 
won first at the Eastern trials, with a puppy not twenty months 
old. Lizzie Is certainly a fine bitch, and no discredit either to her 
sire or dam. 

The next beat was between Ranger, a lemon and white dog, by 
Charm, out of Pearl, and Colonel, a black and tan dog, whose 
pedigree I did not obtain. Both were lame, Ranger having been 
injured In one toe, and Colonel still In foreleg with rheumatism. 
These dogs ran on a wide open prairie for two hours without find¬ 
ing but two birds. Ranger ranged wide and fast, quartered well 
with head well up, and with a merry tall action; he did not find 
a bird, but backed the other dog’s point staunchly. Colonel went 
quite stow, did not quarter at all well, broke shot, and retrieved 
only fairly, and did not back. Colonel's only redeeming quality 
to me was he did find and point one bird, which as Ranger had 
not done, the heat was given to Colonel. The judges thought as 
Ranger had gone over so large an amount of ground and had not 
found a bird, he must be deficient In nose. In this Mr. Wadding- 
ton, who has hunted him, says they are mistaken, as he has shot 
more birds over him than any dog he has had tu his kennel, and 
that next to Lizzie, he considered him the best he had In charge. 

Next came Flint, a white dog with some liver on ears, by Rob 
(a son of Rob Roy and Daisy), out of Fanny, aud Daw, a hand¬ 
some black and tan dog, by Don, outi of Lady. This was a good 
race and closed the heats. Daw is a grand, bold ranger, carrying 
his head well up, with fine action, a good ranger and quarterer, 
splendid nose and fine style, on point and back as rigid as a mar¬ 
ble statue; Is a good retriever, and a grand dog. Flint Is equally 
good in all respects but one; he Is not so staunch on backing; 
he has a crouching attitude In pointing and backlog which I like, 
but the bold appearance of Daw wbo both pointed and backed 
with head and tall erect,pleased the judges best. Flint retrieves 
nicely, quarters and ranges finely, and has a very sensitive nose, 
and when made perfect In his back, will be hard to beat. 

To sum up the beats, It can only be said there has never yet 
been a trial where so few birds were to be found as at these, Tbe 
dogs had but little chance to show the merit they possessed; 
consequently they will appear before the public with scores 
which are no criterion to judge them by. I am fully convinced 
Irom wbat I know and have seen of the dogs while buntlog that 
had birds been plenty for the number run,they would have shown 
a decided Improvement over tbo6e I have seen at former trials. 
In training great credit is due to those under whose charge they 
have been, for but few faults were noticed which a traloer could 
prevent. I can not say 1 consider these trials a grand success. 
There are a few Nebraska sportsmen to whom great credit Is dne 
for the interest they took in the welfare of those wbo were pres¬ 
ent. The parties whose dogs were run particularly desire me to 
say that to Mr. Harley, of Lincoln, Dr. Livingston, of Platts- 
mouth, and Mr. Kennedy, of Omaha, too much praise cannot be 
given for the interest they took in their welfare,but to the eporta- 
raen of Nebraska generally they have no words of praise for the 
Interest they took in the trlals,for only one dog owned In the state 
was entered, those running coming from Boston, Mass., Brook¬ 
lyn, N. Y., Michigan, Illinois and Iowa. W.

Editor Chicago Field:—I n looking over an old number of 
your paper, I find a letter from Mr. Wanmaker, aulmadvertlng 
on the heat system of judging at field trials; and perhaps It will 
e best that the remarks he has made should Dot pass by un¬ 
noticed, especially as he,has embodied In the working out of the 
stake he gives as Illustration many errors, and has reasoned 
rora them as if they were part of the system. So if these errors 
emalned uncorrected, It might be thought they were a necessary 
part of the system he complains of as belDg bad In Us results.

snmaker, whilst the subject was fresh In the minds of your

In bis beat 
with 17, the latter Hushed and chased, which, while 19 bad done noth¬ 
ing, ** good or bad,” gave 19 the heat. 

When 19 ran against 1, the latter had been so severely tried ln his 
hem with 9, through the last named dog’s breaking shot aud chasing, 
as to demoralize him; aud not having time to calm down, bis excite* 
rnent ran awav with his Judgment and training, and he Imitated tbe bad 
example set him hv 9, thereby losing the heat aud the first prize. No. 
19, in this beat, like bis previous one, gave no evidence offlcld quali¬ 
ties, and wins, simply, by chance. 17 also docs nothing meritorious; 
bet as 1 has 'Most his head." he, 17, scotch an easy victory. Further 
comment would be aaperfinons. We want a change! 

E. S. Wanmakku. 

Now It will be seen he bos endeavored to make the dog nine¬ 
teen a dog winning solely by chance, and attributes his success 
to his " byes,” and ln his having met dogs unworthy of him. 
Now, as to bis having three natural “ byes,” if he will refer to 
the rules he will find that a dog la not in any stake to have more 
than one natural “ bye." Moreover, he makes this dog No. 19 
meet In the second round a wrong dog altogether. Ho should 
In the proper working have been the dog to go down with 
the dog that won the first heat, viz, No. 1. Now, these two 
leading errors affect all his subsequent reasonings; for instance, 
hla arguments as to the advantages of the three byes, have no 
effect because he could not have had them, only by muddling the 
system. 2d. His argument that If No. 19 had met No. 1 before 
he had been so severely tried with No. 9, ln all probability he 
would have been beaten, Is also at fault, as this dog No. 19 
would, by rights, have had bis first trial with No. 1. 8o this line 
of reasoning at once falls to the ground, as the circumstances 
could not have occurred. Again, aa to meeting No. 1 when he 
had been “ severely tried,” by this he means bad a trial with a 
“ wild ’un." Well, even admitting this effect upon No. 1 of his 
misfortune to meet a badly trained companion, surely it is unfair 
to No. 19 because of this, to say that he did not beat No. 1 on 
hie merits. If No. 1 had from bad example “ lost his head,” the 
bad example did not come from No. 19, but when be was put 
dowD with 19 he ran wild, indeed did nothing but run "riot,” and 
as 19 was proof against the bad example of the dog Mr. Wan¬ 
maker excuses, because he bad contracted bad habits, surely It 
Is more to No. 19’s credit that he could In spite of the evil Influ¬ 
ence of No. 1, run his trial through without “ losing his head." 
I am sorry to find from the tone of the remarks made In expla¬ 
nation of No. l'a bad dolog that It would appear that Mr. Wan¬ 
maker rather favors the view of belog guided ln a decision aa to 
merit, as to what a dog might do. It Is not what dogs can do, 
but what they do whilst under trial,that Is generally admitted should 
form tbe basis of the awards, and trials arc as I understand 
them of little value, unlesa the work done, or qualities exhibited, 
Is aloDe that which Is permitted to enter Into the calculation of 
the judges. 

It to me appears strange to advance that ln a twenty-dog stake 
that the winners can be said to get their positions under the 
heat system by luck. The first and second dog must have beaten 
every other dog In the stake; and If, as the heat system requires 
that the dogs as they meet ln their several heats, have their 
qualities estimated under as far aa Is possible the Bsme circum¬ 
stances, one would naturally conclude that It Is next to Impos¬ 
sible for the worst dog to win ln every trial he was called upon to 
compete ln. 

He tellB us, ln his Illustration stake, that Nos. 1, 17 and 
19, the dogs winning all the prizes, have done nothing worthy 
of them, but he does not give us any evidence that they were not 
the beet dogs ln the stake, and however good a system may be, 
It la not capable of making dogs act well or display good qualities, 
but It la to assist the judges to right decisions, and If It does this, 
It Berves Its purpose. Now, If all tbe dogs In the stake were a 
bad lot, so long as tbe three taking the prizes were the best of 
them, and he does not prove the contrary, then these dogs win¬ 
ning Is to the credit of the system under which they competed 
rather than tbe reverse. 

He seems to be uneasy that No. 1 did not beat No. 19; 
well, If the first-named dog did all wrong, as be admits, and tbe 
other did nothing amiss, I must think It would have been wrong 
If this said No. 1 had won the heat. We must not conjure up 
what he ought or would have done had he been a better trained 
dog; as It was what As did that was taken Into account and reg¬ 
istered against him. If tbe dogs In a stake are not good enongh 
to have a majority of positive points, why, the dogs making tbe 
least negative points must be allowed to win, or else withhold 
tbe prizes, and under wbat system could Mr. Wanmaker expect 
No. 19 to be declared rightly beaten by No. 1 and 171 And as 
be brings these dogs forward as belDg wrongly beaten, to show 
the worthlessness of the heat system, this Is but a fair quest! on 
to ask him; for he tells us, 

No. 17. “ Flushes aud chases, and does nothing meritorious.” 
v No. 1. " Follows the example of No. 9, viz.: breaks shot, 
chases, and becomes demoralized.” 

Whilst 

No. 19. The winner, Is "fairly trained, and a careful dog, and 
does nothing wrong." 

Aa to applying to, or using, with the beat system, a scale of 
points, why, I believe all the supporters of the system are In favor 
of It, providing the point system UBed would not be allowed to 
have an Influence only In far as tbe work dog by each brace ln 
their trials Is concerned, aa otherwise It would defeat the merits of 
tbe heats plan. For Instance i It would te ussleoS to ran the 


dogs out In heats, If the point system was to override It so as to 
score In beaten dogs, as until the circumstances of the trial of 
every brace ln the stake can be rendered precisely the same, I 
argue that It Is unfair to estimate their work relatively. And the 
apportioning of points to dogs, by which to Indicate their capaci¬ 
ties to a nicety, when they have done their work under moat dis¬ 
similar circumstances, and which differences of condition no one 
can allow for In their estimate, Is most unsatisfactory. 

There are maDy potent objections to the aggregate point sys¬ 
tem, but I Deed not trouble your readers with them; no doubt 
they are fully alive to them all, bat I may just mention that the 
Bystero, as given by Mr. Wanmaker, hue much la It that com¬ 
mends Itself to me; but still It, as It stands, admits of more 
chances of error than those Introduced by the chaacea of the 
“ draw.” 

It Is Dot my purpose ln this letter to review these rules as giveu 
by him, but I may be permitted just to say that It would appear 
that the estimate of “ pace” canoot be taken into consideration, 
until the stake has been run through,because be says all dogs are 
to be graded from the “beat." Now the best dog In this particu¬ 
lar might be the last brace ln the card, so that the point system 
as far as this quality Is concerned could not be used until this 
standard dog bad been decided upon, and this quality " pace” la 
such that It can he alone decided by actually running the dogB 
together. Now It might happen that the dog with the best pace 
was otherwise a “ duffer;” now, how most unsatisfactory If the 
other good dogs bad to be run with this dog, to see their 
position In the scale of merit, that forms the aggregate from 
which the awards will be declared. G. Thorpe Bartram. 

The Dewclawk of the Hind-leg?. 

An eminent authority, when speaking of dewclaws, gives It as 
his opinion that these appendages are evidences of mongrel breed¬ 
ing, these “ monstrosities,” as he terms them, belDg found only 
ln cross-bred races. 

This expression of convictions, coming as It does from one In¬ 
timately acquainted with animal races, and therefore beartog with 
It much weight, moreover supported by Mr. Dalzlel, who, on page 
281 of his hook on British dogB, writes: "On many specimens” 
of the boarhound, " I have observed dewclaws. I merely men¬ 
tion tbls latter fact because so many will still persist ln claiming 
these appendages as peculiar to certain breeds, although very lit¬ 
tle attention to facta would show that they occasionally appear In 
all.” On page 253, when writing of the 8t. Bernard, are to be 
found these words: “I also wish to record my strong objection to 
dewdawB being considered a necessary or advantageous ad¬ 
junct.” 

The foregoing remarks, coming from two sources, are worthy 
of the attention of breeders aa forcibly bringing forward two 
points, one tending to show that races having dewclaws are of 
moDgrel origin, the other leading to what appears to me to be a 
wholly erroneous system of breeding, by advielng the suppression 
o( points characteristic of a breed, and producing a new type 
originally unkuown. The amount of truth underlying the former 
proposition Is first worthy of Investigation. What Is tbe evidence 
of the mongrel nature of the races possessing dewclaws? The 
old Alpine mastiff, tbe Laztstan mastiff, a sub-variety of tbe 
Thlbetlan, which Is Itself without the dewelaw, and the sheep¬ 
dog, especially Id tbe varieties more nearly approaching the 
collie ln nature, are, or were, each characterised by the presence 
of a fifth toe, the first digit developed to a greater or less extent 
od the hind leg. Other breeds occasionally, as Mr. Dalzlel owns, 
have these appendages; but the mere fact of the appearance 
being only occasional la destructive of the argument based on 
tbls appearance, as tbe presence ln these cases Is only evidence of 
a not very distant cross with a dewclawed race. Newfoundlands, 
and consequently, retrievers, have frequently the fifth toe; but 
as tbe St. Bernard hag been crossed with the Newfoundland, 
whilst each of these have been united with bosrhouDd blood, pro¬ 
ducing such dogs as those of Leonberg, one or two crosses back 
to tbe Newfoundland race have undoubtedly produced dogs pass¬ 
ing as true samples of the latter breed, though still retaining the 
St. Bernard’e characteristic dewclaws. The same may be said of 
Ulmer and other boarhounds generally; and therefore argu¬ 
ments baaed on the presence of a first digit In these mongrel 
races Is no proof that tbe dewelaw Is evidence of moogrellsm ln 
all breeds, but la rather a record of one of tbe constituent ele¬ 
ments In such mongrels. Collies and sheep-dogs may also be¬ 
stow tbe additional appendage on various breeds, which after 
being crossed once may rapidly lose other sheepdog attributes 
whilst still retaining the toe, Indicating a stain Id lineage. Set¬ 
ters are, too, easily subjected to such accidents. That a mon¬ 
strosity may occasionally occur as a cast back to some remote 
ancestor previous to the prototype of the existing genua of dogs, 
Is no doubt possible, for such an occurrence Is not unknown, even 
la the human race, but the perpetuation of such a feature does 
not take place UDless under favorable conditions, such as 
selection, and bo forth. When, however, this does occur, 
the natural conclusion is not that the human beings are 
mongrels, but the reverse, for by Inbreeding with relatives, hav¬ 
ing the feature either developed or dormant, the character may 
be perpetuated. Od tbe other band, amongst canine races I find 
no evidence to show that moDgrellsm In breeds without dewclaws 
has the least tendency to produce these appendages, but a single 
cross with tbe sheep-dog, 3t. Bernard, or other varieties pre¬ 
viously so crossed, will at once tend to this result. As a notable 
Instance of this, tbe modern pBeudo-mastlff may readily be ad¬ 
duced. It was founded on the old Alpine mastiff breed having 
dewclaws In many cases equal In Bize to the other toes, and 
even now the Alpine blood amounts to about one-third of tbe 
constituent elements. From the theory that moogrellsm pro¬ 
duces dewclaws one would naturally Infer that the pseudo-mas- 
tiff would have, like Its Alpine progenitor, five toes ob tbe hind 
leg, with probably a sixth, aa tbe result of an extensive number 
of subsequent crosses, whereas few examples are to be found now 
showing a trace of a simple dewelaw, and most judges would Im¬ 
mediately disqualify such animals as cross bred. Tbe absence of 
dewclaws, therefore, ln the modern race la plainly due to crosses 
with breeds wherein there la a, similar deficiency, and repeated 
crosses have done away with features which, according to tbe 
theory advanced, should not only have given origin to the excres¬ 
cences when absent, but also strengthened or added to any already 
present. 

In relation to tbe second proposition, which asserts that speci¬ 
mens of the St. Bernoard should be discarded It possessing dew- 
claws, the appendages being worthless and ungainly, It may 
shortly be remarked that In the old Alpine mastiff, whose type It 
Is desired to maintain, tbe dewelaw was not only characteristic, 
but also was as large as the other toes, forming a useful organ, 
as It Is sometimes even ln the sheep-dog. 8!ze of tbe member 
has, contrary to tbe theory, been reduced by crossing with the 
Newfoundland, wolf-dog, no doubt boar-hound, and other silted 
large strains. If, then, we are to reject certain typical features 
en masse to suit the whims first of one breeder or Judge, then of 
another, we launch Into a system of breeding which at last in¬ 
volves us In an absurdity, for whilst altering the dog In every 
way to a type utterly foreign to the original standard, we retain 
the name of the former dog, and thus describe Incorrectly tbe 
thing we have before as, whilst by Implication giving a wholly

$500 worth of fUrnltnrc, aud $1,550 worth of boats, and also had $1,000 
worth *f boats belonging to private parties in Its possession. 

The Captain’s report gave a recapitulation of the victories won by the 
club daring the year. The members had rowed in the aggregate 6,140 
ml i l $S ar V?S lhe average of filly miles per each working day, 

and 100 miles per man. There have been 267 passengers carried without 
accidents, and the boats of the club numbered tweuty-two The esti¬ 
mated cost of the proposed viaduct was about $200.

Geo. C., Wilmington, Del.—I have a setter doc, aged about four 
years, that until about July 1 last cDjoyed good health, lie at that time 
became sluggleh, slept much of his time. Bat appeared otherwise rl-'ht 
until about the 15th of said month,when he suddenly barame paralyzed 
lu his bind extremities, and could with great difficulty stand; adminis¬ 
tered purgatives, followed by nux vomica, and within ten days was 
apparently well again. At this time a redness of the skin on the back 
near root of tail, involving tail itself, and extending down the h?fi leg to 
knee joint, appeared; this redness of the skin gave the whitt hair cov¬ 
ering these parts a reddish; hue so much was this so aud .he line so 
sharply defined that I was under the impression that the color of the 
hair was changing in those places. There was an intense itchiug in 
these red colored parts, and the dog would bite himself In spots until 
he brought the blood. I could canse these places to scab over, but ho 
would again cut ihem open; these never l.ecame running sores, or dis¬ 
charged any matter or liquid, but seemed disposed to heal readily, and 
would form scabs in a very short time after they were opened. The 
disease does not appear to spread, and Is located where it appeared over 
two mouths ago. only within these limits the dog has made many more 
sore places; in these sore places there are no hairs, In the rest of tho 
diseased portion the hair Is us usaaVand seems to be well fastened. There 
are three sore places on right leg, but the reduesa in not observable 
here, the whole disease (except left ear) is back of point of hip bones. 

1 applied externally, 1st, carbolic lotion; 2d, oxide of zinc ointment; 
3d, ointment of oxide zinc, sulphur, glycerine and oil juniper— 
4th, Glover’s mange cure; 5tb, balsam of peru; «th, let it alone; 
7th,and washed with sulphate of copper water. Administered Internally • 
lot, purgative; 2d, liquor arsenlcalle; 3d, iodide of potassium: 4th, 
turpeth mineral, nitre, and cream of tartar. These remedies have had 
no apparent effect; the disease continues about the same, only new, 
sore places appear where dog bites himself. The dog is uow bright, 


feed him on short allowance,rice boiled with meat (end meat removed); 
he eats well, and is hungry at all limes. His loft earcuuaed him trouble 
about six wi-eks ago and he scratched it nt the root where it joins the 
cheek, producing a sore place I applied canker wash Internally to the 
ear, and put on a canker cap, hot this I had to abandon, as it seemed to 
greatly Increase the disorder, and caused the dog to moan constantly, 
and the Inflammation Invalved the whole flap of the ear. The root pf 
the ear where it Joins ihe cheek Is much swolleti in ridges, and very 
much inflamed, and the Intense Itching is present. I have 
exhausted my stock of knowledge and patience, hut as 
my shooting this season depends ap'«n the recovery of the 
dog. I am anxious to use any means to get him in condition 
by first of November. Will you please namo disease and advise remedy ? 
Ane.—The disease Is follicular mange, without a douht, and needs bet¬ 
ter and more tborongh treatment than the ordinary kinds of mange. 
This variety Is not eo llkclv to eprosd all over the bodv as the other 
kinds, and on account of being deeper seated,causes the afftlcted part to 
swell extensively. It is very difficult to cure, bnt will yield to thorough 
treatment. Fortunately it Is not very common. Your case has been 
well treated with all the ordinary remedies, but they having failed, we 
would recommend yon to consult Dr. Baker.who, wo think, will be able 
to prescribe a remedy that will cure him. Find his advertisement un¬ 
der the heading Diseases of Dogs.

As Chicago Is not likely to hold a show, for a great 
many years at least, the shows conducted by the 8t. Louis Ken¬ 
nel Club are the'only ones of any Importance held In the West, 
and must each year Increase In Importance and Interest. This 
year the receipts not only covered the expenses, but left a profit 
besides, which Is In pleasing contrast to last year, when the cash 
balance was on the other elde of the ledger. 

The arrangements, under the direction of Mr. Charles Lincoln, 
were, as are all of Mr. Lincoln's shows, perfect, and everything 
ran smoothly, and sitlsfactorlly to exhibitors as well as to visit¬ 
ors. The dogs were properly fed and watered, and their stalls 
were kept scrupulously clean. The ventilation was good, aud 
the weather being a happy medium,uelther hot nor cold, and each 
day sunshine, the dogs suffered less from the cinfioemoat than 
at aoy previous show which we cau remember. 

As usual with all Summer shows the dogs, with but one or two 
exceptions, were not In good coat. Indeed, It would not be pos¬ 
sible fur them to have been In good show form, as Independent 
of the season of the year, many of the pointers and setters bad 
beeu In the field. 

Mr. E. C. Sterling judged Gordon setters, Mr. Chas. H. Turner 
judged English and Irish setters, Mr. James Moore, of Toledo, 
judged pointers, and Dr. J. 8. Niven, of London, Canada, judged 
the spaniel and hound classes,and the fox terrier and non-sporting 
classes. Mr. E. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, Ohio,was to have judged 
pointers, but It being Impossible for him to attend, by vote of 
the exhibitors Mr. James Moore was elected to fill Mr. Stoddard’s

THE ST. LOUIS FAIR AND DOC SHOW. 

It 1s safe to say that there Is not another fair In America, If In 
the world, which approaches the St. Louis fair, In the variety and 
magnitude of Its displays, In the Interest they are to the public, 
and In the large number of persons who attend the fair. The 
merchant, the farmer, the mechanic, the professional man, the 
man of leisure, the sportsman, the fancier of all kinds of well 
bred animals,the devotee of fast horses,the patron of art,as well as 
ladles can find much to Interest and repay for a visit; and such 
being recognized as a fact, there Is each day of the week a more 
than good attendance, and on Thursday there Is a crowd In every 
part of the grounds. Each year the exhibits In all departments 
have Improved In numbers and In quality, and correspondingly 
has the attendance Increased. 

Fair week In 8t. Louis means every available room at hotels, 
and boarding and lodging houses occupied, aud a draught made 
on private residences by friends. Five In a room, which ordi¬ 
narily Is given to one, at a hotel, Is not uncommon, and even 
barbers' chairs rent well for a night’s lodging. 8o fully does the fair 
take possession of 8t. Lonls that Thursday la a general holiday. 
On Thursday, this year, we were told there were over one hundred 
thousand people on the grounds, who paid admission; and not¬ 
withstanding the crowd was so large, there was not a single dis¬ 
turbance. A better behaved lot of people could not be got 
together. But this Is a characteristic feature of the fair, for this 
Is the filth we have attended, and we have never at either one 
seen or heard of a breach of the peace. 

Financially the fair le of much advantage to 8t. Louis, as with 
the large number of visitors, coming a9 they do from all sections 
of the West, the 8outh and Southwest, and even from the East, 
the revenue of the business Interests Is largely benefited. From 
those competent to judge we are Informed that, at the very lowest 
calculation, one million of dollars 1 b expended by visitors. We 
know of nothing which more amply repays than a visit to the St. 
Louis fair. 

The procession of the Veiled Prophet, which took place on 
Tuesday night,'was more gorgeous, even, than last year. To see 
It, thousands came, and the consequence was that the streets 
through which It passed were literally picked, and from every 
window aa well as from the tops of bulldlngB, as many as could, 
congregated. 

The exhibit of horses and cattle was very fine, but the depart¬ 
ment which especially attracted our attention, besides the dog 
show, was Col. Charles L. Hunt’s, the sheep, pigs and poultry, 
and which was really the feature of the fair. The sheep In par¬ 
ticular were the finest we have ever seen, and were said by those 
who had attended the International Sheep 8'aow at Philadelphia, 
to be, as a class, superior to those on exhibition there. The 
best there were at St. Louis, and with those which h id not been 
at Philadelphia, made as fine an exhibition of sheep as have ever 
been seen In this country. The Southdowns were of themselves, 
to those who admire them, worth a visit to see. We hope the 
association will next year give collie trials. The Inauguration 
of them In Philadelphia has proved such a success that we are 
s if re the association would find that they would prove a great 
at ractlon; Indeed, we are confident they would proqe quite as 
attractive as the speed ring. If they could only persuade Dr. 
Twaddell, who superintended the trials In Philadelphia to come 
on to St. Louis and conduct them, we are euro they would be a 
success. Col. Hunt, who takes a deep Interest In such things, 
will do well to consider the project. 

The dog show was held In the same building as last year. 
Notwithstanding the price of admission was raised from fifteen 
cents, last year, to tweotv-flve cents this year, the attendance 
each day was larger than last year, and on Thursday as mauy 
visited the show as during alltbedays It was open last year, which 
were the same number aa this year. 

A great many eportemen were present from different sections

The St. Louis Kennel Club had twenty-five of their pointers on 
exhibition, besides three English setters aud two Irish sette. s, 
the Individual property of members of the club. Their pointers 
attracted much attention, and really are a very handsome lot of 
d.gs. 

Pointers.— Commencing with Division A, pointers, the first 
in the catalogue, but not the flrBt judged, we find It, all the 
classes considered, the best division In the show. In the cham¬ 
pion large dog and bitch classes, Mr. Waddell had a walk-over 
with Sleaford and Fan, aa they were the only ones entered In 
their respective classes. In the champion small dog class, the 
only two entered, Sefton and Rush, were absent, consequently 
there was not an award. In the champion small bitch class, Mr. 
A. H Moore’s Rose was absent, which left her litter sisters, Mr. 
Moore’s Ruby, and Mr. Orglll's Belle, to compete, and resulted Id 
Ruby galnlDg the pride of place. The open dog class, over 55 
pounds, bad ten entries, and was a very fine class. We agreed 
with Mr. Moore lo placing York, a son of Bow and Queen, a 
very handsome black pointer, and a very bard one to best, first, 
but we could not agree with him lo his second choice, sb we 
decidedly preferred York’s brother, Bow II, an all liver- 
colored dog for that position to Rolla, placed second. 
We also preferred Dr. Saunders’ King Bow, V.H C., and 
Mr. Orglll’s Rocke;t, H.C., for the place better than Rolla, not¬ 
withstanding Rolla is a good looking dog. Ealy’B Hindoo 
was absent. The bitch class, over 50 lbs., had six entries, and 
was a very good class. Mr. Moore’s choice, Kitty, It Is true a 
handsome lemon" and white bitch, we did not like for first. 
Although getting old to show, and not In go id condition, yet 
Mr. A. H. Moore’s Stella should not have met her first defeat by 
Kitty, nor was there reason for Marguerltte II, a daughter of 
Faust and Dr. Yandell’s Devonshire Lass, to have been pen¬ 
sioned with a V.H.C. Kitty Is a taking bitch at first Bight, on 
account of her clear white color and lemon markings, but she 
won't bear examination by the side of Stella and Margnerrlte. We 
should have placed Stella flrBt, Margnerrlte second, and given 
Kitty the V.H.C. Ealy’s Nellie R. was absent. The dog class 
under 55 lbs. had eight entries, and was a very good class. Mr. 
A. H. Moore’s Donald, a grand liver and white dog, won the first 
prize, bands down, In a canter. He bad no competition at all. 
He is the best pointer of his weight, and one of ihe 
biggest little dogs we have ever seen. He Is a thorough¬ 
bred all over, Is muscled to perfection, and has a 
aupe. b body. HIb chest Is perfect, his legs could not 
be better, nor could hie loin, shoulders, quarters and tall 
be Improved on; nor could be be better coupled. He le weak In 
bat one place; his head Is too much of a bitch head, but It Is so 
clean cat, so handsomely shaped, and put on to so lean a neck 
and so free from throatiness that one forgets its lightness. Don- 
aldls, for body and powerful build, and total freedom from lumber, 
among pointers what Gladstone Is among setters—a little giant. 
His breeding being the very beet he must prove a valuable Im¬ 
portation lo the pointers of this country, as he doubtless will be, 
as he should be extensively bred to. We liked Willard's Selin 
and Orglll’s Royster better than Santo, awarded Becond. Judy'e 
Dan was thrown out for weighing fifty-seven pounds and Ealy’s 
Puttmus was withdrawn. The bitch class under H'ty pounds had 
nine entries and was a very fine class. Mr. A. H. Moore's Lady 
Romp, a very handsome liver and white bitch, had an easy win of 
first placs. It was a mistake to give Sue second over Rue, a very 
superior bitch in every point. Dr. Saunders’ Grace and Page’s 
Musette we consider better than Sue. Ealy’B Maggie G. was 
absent. Dog puppies had six entries, and with the exception of 
Grenald’s Duke, unnoticed, and Dr. Saunders’ Surprise, V.H.C., 
were a wretched lot. The first place was between these two, 
Duke having our preference. Originally there wa t only one prize, 
but Mr. Moore, forgetting such to be the case, awarded a second 
prize, and as the red ribbon had been tied around the puppy’s 
neck the club let it stand. Hamlet, more suitable for a mastiff 
puppy class than a pointer puppy class was decorah d with first, 
and Veto—well, at least not suitable for a pointer pappy class got 
second. There were seven bitch popples, and they were 
much better than the dog puppies. Mr. Willard’s Marie Moore, 
a very handsome elght-months-old liver and white daughter of 
Seftou and Kate, and promising to be like Mr. A. H. Moore's Lady 
Romp, landed the prize with the same easo that Donald and 
Lady Romp did In their classes. Mr. Waddell's Dase, a pretty 
lemon and white, by Sleaford, out of Fancy, deserved the 
V.H.C. she was awarded. The special prize for the best pointer, 
dog or bitch, In the show, was awarded to Lady Romp. We pre¬ 
ferred Donald. Aa Donald and Lady Romp stood coupled, they 
seemed to us a pretty hard brace to beat, and we question If they 
can be beaten as a brace. For the best pointer of any Bge, or 
either sex, sired by Bow, York was awarded Ihe fifteen dollars, 
and the same amount for the beet of any age, or either sex, sired 
by Faust, went to Marguerite II. 

Enolibu Setters. —In the champion English setter dog class 
there was but one entry, champion Leicester, the hero of many 
victories on the bench, and the sire of many winners In the field 
and on the bench. The grand old dog showed that be was being 
well cared for, aa It Is a very long time since we have seen him 
In such fine coat and looking so well. He was In buoyant spirits.

aod when let loose In a vacant field In the fair grounds out It up 
from one end to the other with a dash and speed that showed the 
fire of life bad not been cooled down by age. Had there been 
younger dogs against him wo question whether there would have 
been any change In the award, as it takes a grander dog than 
Leicester to beat him yet; and where are they! The old fellow 
drew around him many admirers who had beard of him, of hla 
great reputation knd the reputation of his progeny, and Mr. 
Moore had several offers for him, but declined them all, stating 
that It was his Intention to keep him as long as he lived and give 
him the best care possible, which be thought he was entitled to 
In hla old age, considering he was the sire by long odds of more 
field trial and bench show winners than any other dog In Amer¬ 
ica. C’apt. Blake, manager of the Moorefield Kennel Is to be 
congratulated on the capital show condition In which he put him. 
Champion bitch class bad no entries. In the open Imported 
dog class there were only four entries, and but two of any merit, 
Mr. Moore's Count Dan and Rboderlck, awarded first and second'. 
The other two were orange and whlte.and bad light eyes and light 
noses. Imported bitch class bad two entries—Rosy Morn, a Paris 
—Pearl, and Dashing Model, a Dash II—Countess Moll. They 
were awarded first and second in the order named. Rosy Morn 
Is a little gem, and Is litter sister of Luna May, winner of third 
at the last New York 6how. She la handsomely marked, having 
a white body, with a black head. The native English Better 
dog class had seven entries, the winner, Grand Duke, being the 
beet; Daniel the Prophet second; the remainder hardly mediocre. 
The native bitch class was better than the dog close, and had 
eight ebtriea. Peep o'Day, a daughter of Gladstone and 
Clip, juat from the prairies of Minnesota, and conse¬ 
quently not In good show condition, had an easy victory. 
Kaye’s Sne, a well made bitch, but of an abominable 
color, was awarded second. Mr. John M. Barbour's Fly, a very 
handsome black, white and tan, was awarded V.H.C. She Is a 
bitch of an excellent body, and from her shoulders back Is hard 
to beat, bnt her head beats her In good company on the bench; 
not In the field, however, we understand, aa there she Is the 
sportsman’s dog all over. The dog and bitch puppy classes had 
each three entries. Mr. Waddell’s Penn II, a good looking eight 
months old puppy, a son of Penn, was awarded the prize In the 
dog class, and Mr. James Hennessey’s Joe Money, a very fair 
looking nine months old puppy, a younger sister of Daniel the 
Prophet, was awarded first In the bitch class. The prize for the 
best. English setter dog or bitch In the show was awarded to Rosy 
Morn, In which decision we can not agree with Mr. Turner, as 
Leicester's granddaughter can't yet beat her grand sire. 

Irish Setters. —Berkley wss the only entry In the champion 
dog class, and his dam, Loo II, the only entry In the chkmpluu 
bitch class. Both were In good show form; Berkley particularly, 
he being In the best condition of any dog in the show; hla coat 
was glossy and of Its natural rich deep red. In the open dog 
clasa there were eight entries. Dr. Jennelle’s Elcbo II was look¬ 
ing well, and won first. S. J. Sackett’s Irish Ranger, winner of 
first In the dog puppy class last year was awarded second. He 
has developed Into a very handaone dog, being of a deep rich 
color and well coated. Ho was showq In good condition. His 
owner gave us an exhibition of how well broken he Is; 
a better broken dog we have never seen. He was 
broken on the mute system and works to the motion of 
the hand readily. Mr. Sackett was offered and refused five hun¬ 
dred dollars cash for him. His younger brother, Irish Kork, ten 
months old, was given a V.H.C., which he fully deserved. He 1 b a 
very promising puppy, and bids fair to be as good as Irish Ranger. 
He was entered In the dog puppy class, also, and won the prize. 
The bitch class had ten entries, and as good ae the dogs 
were. Henry Griffith's Vlckey was awarded flrBt, but we 
preferred her for second, and Hennessey's Nora, second, 
for first. We liked very mnch Peck’s Blarney H.C., and 
Griffith's Venus, V.H C-, both nicely made bitches, and of 
good color. The dog puppy class had teu entries and the bitch 
puppy class had five entries. The former was a good class and 
was won, as mentioned before, by Irish Kork. Bruuner's Red 
Clond, V.H.C., le well made, and of good color.

Otrium non animate mutant, qui trans mare curr it id¬ 
ea, if thegroanings of certain “ ships of the desert,” which are- 
receiving their loads In the streets below preparatory to a long 
Journey over African sands, do not too much distract me I will 
while the strong wind and whirling sand outside make an after¬ 
noon walk a thing not to be contemplated till the northeaster 
drops toward sunset, spend an hour In reviewing the latest 
entries In my modest diaries of sport with rod and gun. 

On the 15th of June I killed my last trout In the clear waters 
of the Wandle, amid the soft green beauty so refreshing to the 
old traveler In ” dry and thirsty lands,’ 1 of Spring scenery In the 
old countrle.’ i On the 27tb of the same month the good 
steamer Fez was anchored off the mouth ot the river Bu Regree 
with the white houses of Sallee and the fortresses and battle¬ 
ments of the Rabat, with the beautiful old Hassan Tower In the 
background on either side of the dreaded bar, whose surf to-day 
thundered so furiously as to preclude the exit of any boat or 
lighter from the little hart-or up the river, below the terraces of 
the grey old Moorish town. So, while our captain held converse 
with the agent on shore by means of the “ universal code of 
signals,’ I put together a etiff old Scarborough sea rod, and 
baited a hook with a small piece of raw beef. I fished not loDg 
without a bite, but my capture waa only a worthless “ piked 
dog, and, as nought else seemed to be In the thick water on 
which we rolled with monotonous and 6omniferoua motion, I de- 
stated from angling, and amused myself with literature. 

The next day, passing southward, we saw the Portuguese 
falvchas rolling on the mackerel ground, and I regretted that our 
captain could not spare time to anchor for an hour or two 
among my old frlenda the Moorish “striped backs.” Shorttime 
and social duties gave me no opportunity to fish at Casablanca, 
nor Mazagan, nor Saffl, at which latter port the commander ot 
the Fez caught on octopus bait a goodly red snapper of about 
five pounds. 

At Mogador the next morning the warmth of our welcome was 
as pleasant as the coolness of the breezes. It was quite In vain 
for my wife and myself to reject the pity so needlessly bestowed 
upon ub by friends at home for our probable sufferings from heat 
Any part of Africa must be fearfully hot in Summer time, and the 
name of Morocco Instinctively suggested “ Sirocco" ss the only 
appropriate rhyme. 

We have been here over a month now, and I do not think the 
mercury has ever been above 75 deg. In the shade, while It bas 
generally been at that most pleasant temperature, 70 deg. The 
land looks well after the unusually abundant rains of last Win¬ 
ter,which even extended abnormally far Into the 8priDg. Barley and 
wheat have generally well repaid the sowing, and tbs crop of 
maize Is said to be something amszlDg. The people are well-fed 
and healthy; many even of the beggars I left behind so tbln and 
sickly have regained a personable plumpness. Horses, sleek and 
well-groomed, career and gallop proudly In the wild “ Lab el 
Baroud, the • powder-play" of the white-robed Moorish cavalry; 
flesh, fowl and fruit are plentiful and cheap; and flah would be 
so were It not for the strong northesster which roughens and 
discolors the waters of our bay. 

A temporary lull, the Saturday after our arrival, enabled me to 
take my wife to explore the wild rocky beauties of the Island, 
with Its peaks and crags, and resonant caverns. I had a little 
desultory shooting at “ blue rocks,” whereof I only bagged two 
brace. Ae we Bat upon the brown crags, looking across the blue 
rippling bay at the lovely white town, with lie towers, minarets, 
and flagotaffe, conversing the while with the kindly kaid or gov¬ 
ernor of the Island, I saw two large black-looking birds come 
flying far overhead. I took them to be eormoraota. It wm a 



I 0 mr shot, a good opportunity for testing the hard-hitting quail- br 
ties of my new gun. I held well in front, down came the bird, cu 
swirling through the air, and plumped Into the bastion of a little In 
fort above me. Raid, Ctesar, and I all rushed up hill, but the re 
knid was there first, and handed to me, with a “ barlkallah I” of O 
congratulation, not a cormorant, but a handsome black Ibis, with oc 
bald pink head, long crest at the top of the back of the neck, and cr 
beautiful Iridescent bronze green feathers. This was a trophy, hi 
for these birds are scarce round Mogador, and I believe the Bkln th 
of such a fine specimen as this was would have been worth pre- ut 
serving. Of the esculent qualities of my prize I speak gratefully; gi 
he was as good as any wild duck, barring the “canvas back.” ra 
The declining sun, reddening the western waves, soon admon- bf 
tshed us to seek our boat again and return to our cool and com- fa 
fortable house, not dissatisfied with our first attempt at sport. th 
Taking a whole holiday the next Saturday, we rambled farther sv 
afield, over the two miles of soft sand to Dtabat, then up the dl 
winding valley, with Its huge sand hills,Its bushy slopea of argan, tr 
wild olive, myrtle, and Moorish broom. Followed by my faithful ol 
henchman, Hadj Jelally, a tall Moor of handsome countenance, el 
stately and gentle demeanor, we reached, after the usual halt at rt 
the “Sand Springs,” the favorite picnic-ground known as the at 
Emperor’s Garden, with Its waving palm trees, Its half-wild plants w 
and flowers, its one pomegranate tree, and Its pleasant view of Is 
neighboring cliffs and golden sands, and the peaceful river val- gl 
ley. Here we refreshed ourselves, then Hadj Jelally trimmed tl 
the atem of a huge palm leaf till he had fashioned a very re- g' 
spec table fishing rod, about twelve feet long. I found a few di 
worms by a convenient streamlet, put on a gut line and tiny 
hook, and soon was patiently angling in a pool by a broad tt 
smooth rock, much haunted of water tortoises, which afforded a n 
comfortable seat. In an hour my wife and I had caught, with b 
that aame palm-leaf rod, a score of little golden-scaled barbel, h 
about the size of gudgeon, but with one monster of about seven 
inches among them. Then we went farther up the river, amid t| 
the pink-flowering oleanders and green rushes, tall reeds and () 
grasses, while huge cliffs and hills towered far above us toward Q 
the bright blue aky. Passing the white ruins known as the Gov- f 
ernor's Garden, I came, leaving my companions to rest below, to 
the famous Pigeon Hill, where blue rocks “most do congrega’e.” 

It did not belle Its reputation, for when I had scaled its steep and t 
rugged summit, there were pigeons all round me. Two shots 0 
which I fired at flocks, thinking of pie, were Ignominious mlfses; t 
60 I settled down to steady shots at single birds, as they came ( 
flying like lightning up tbe valley toward me, some above, but ^ 
mostly on a level with me, or below. t 

It was exciting shooting amid Buch grandly wild surroundings; 
poor old Ciesar was-howllng below because be could not climb t 
the last rocky rampart I had scaled; ray oew gun held well in 
front, stopped the birds satisfactorily, for, after tbe first two 
misses, I killed eight birds out of twelve shots, which is not so 1 
very bad on wild blue rocks coming do.' n wind. They took some 
searching to retrieve, as most of them fell In the bushes far below 
fbe One, which I had seen fall, apparently very dead Indeed, 
was not to be found, and, as I searched, I saw tbe lithe gray form « 
of some kind of wild cat disappear over the crest of the hill. He 
had not had time to make a meal off my pigeon, but he might 
have stowed It away somewhere. 

1 did not go over any proper partridge ground on this occa¬ 
sion so only put up two covies, one of which rose while I was 
crawling through thick bush, and could only hear the whirring of • 
their wing. The other covey I saw, and dropped the foremost I 
and biggest bird among some dense brush on the opposite side i 
of tbe river, whence I utterly failed to retrieve it. Retracing onr : 
steps over the somewhat rough walking of tbe pretty valley, we i 
emerged Into the sandy plain by Diabat, and plodded home in tbe 
teeth of a northeaster, which was strong enough to Bomewbat re- 
t&rd our progress, but not to send the usual blinding clouds of 

sand In our faces. , , 

Since that long walk, by which my wife acquired no end or 
“ kudos,” for there are not many women who could do It, we 
have taken many a short excursion along the rocks to the north, 
and the sands to the south, picking up pretty shells and other 
curios, while my gnn has brought here a whimbrel, there a gray 
plover; and one evening after a long and patient stalk, I shot, but 
most unfortunately lost, a brace of shoveler ducks, getting a coot 
on another occasion. 

Time and weather not permitting ns to go sea fishing, we had 
many a time toward sunset watched the Moors drawing the sar¬ 
dine sieve on to the Bandy beach, getting beside a rich store of 
glittering sardines, “ Mogador herrings,” a kind of shad, a few 
gray mullet, sundry sand smelts, some skates, thornbacks, and 
“torpedoes,” and a few curious shells of the Cymba tribe—round 
balls of a hard, half-fleshy, half-horuy substance, with the shell 
hardly discernible Id the middle. 

FiBh In the sea are plentiful, and waiting to be caught; but we 
must not expect much smooth wster till September or October ; 
and Id tbe latter month ducks and snlpeB will vie In attraction with 
red snappers, black breama, and the exquisite bon brahims,whereof 
a literary and epicurean friend hath said that “ its flavor 1 b a 

^°\Vo have been twice to the “ Little Island," which Is within 
easy rowing, and where the rocks are so tall that some sheltered 
nook can always be found for tbe angler. On the first occasion 
we only got seven small bream; but yesterday we caught a score, 
and were rather prond of It. 

On that same “ Small Island ” did I, three weeks ago, fire four 
shots, all within fair range, at a strange bird, which I was in¬ 
clined to put down as “ uncanny,” for I had fired at him, or one 
like him, several times before, always with the same result. But 
on another evening, after loaflDg down by the water port, watch¬ 
ing a tantalizing black duck, which refused to come within raDge, 
and after again missing one of those etraDge fowls, Just as we 
were walking homeward In the gloaming near the wall of tbe 
water-port lnclosure, another of them flitted overhead. I raised 
the gun, fired, aud down he came. My delight was only,alloyed 
by tbe fact that I could not name the bird, nor can hny one here, 
as far as I know. His head Is somewhat large, eye very large, 
black, with small yellow ring around pupil; plumage grey and 
white, beautifully marked; some curious fibrous feathers In the 
tall; wings rather long and powerful, beak straight, legs yellow, 
claws short. To use the worde of Poll Sweedleplpe, In “ Martin 
Chuzzlewlt,’’ concerning tbe Immortal “ Bailey,” “ Is there any 
one here who knows him?” I have shot another, a larger and 
brighter plumagod specimen, since, and “still I am not hippy.” 
It looks so absurd to put down a vague blank In one’s shooting 
diary, with a figure 1 against It. 

We have varied our amusements by strolls through streets and 
markets, amid scenes of “ Arabian Night ’’-like glamour and 
Orientalism, watching quaint conjurors, voluble story-tellers, 
players on Instruments of wondrous form, with tbe cries of the 
seller of sweet stuff and vendor of water, and tbe groans of many 
camels serving ae fitting accompaniments. We have witnessed a 
Jewish wedding; Been the statuesque bride sitting, with closed 
eyes, upon a chair of state, wearing a wondrous tiara on her 
head, and robes more gorgeous, and jewels more rich (remnants 
of the spoils of the Egyptians, perchance,) than her brightly-clad 
and richly bejewelled female relatives and friends around; heard 
the Rabbis uasally chanting the ancient psalmody of the religi¬ 
ose part of tbe ceremony; seen the typical drinking of wine by 


bride, bridegroom, and chief priest, tbe typical smashing of the 
cup, heard the wondrous discords produced by the welrd-looklng 
Instrumentalists In the gallery outside. We have witnessed the 
religious antics of those half-maniacs, half-humbugs, the Alssa- 
Oua. with the flashings of strange and sacred banner*, the heavy I 
odors of barbaric Incense, the sound of wild music and wilder eh 
cries, the sight of the fantastic dances and frenzied gestures of D 
half-naked fanatics, many of them craving extra applause from A 
tbe spectators by Inflicting slight wounds on themselves with to 
ugly old hatchets, spiked clubs and other weapons, while some ye 
gained popularity less painfully by tearing at hideous lumps of of 
raw and filthy flesh! And we have seen the wild “ powder play ” pj 
before referred to—seen tbe line of wbite-clad, turbaned, swarthy- bt 
faced Arab soldiery come thundering down the dusty square on pi 
their fierce little Barbs, with flowing manes and tails that almost bi 
sweep the ground; heard the wild shout of their chief In the mid- w 
die of the row, as he held his long gun In the air, and the whole m 
troop, at redoubled speed, dashed toward the other end in a cloud b 1 
of dust, to pull up suddenly, fire a rattling volley, then return 
eldwl.v to the other end of the square to reload, while the shrill, oi 
rhythmic cry of the women sounded loudly applause to them, pi 

and encouragement to the new row just forming for the charge; It 

we have gazed by moonlight over the dark purple sea and darker ll< 
Island, the glistening-ribbed sands, the silent city with Its white gi 
ghoslly houses, and Its absence of ruddy, cheerful lights; all 8i 
these things, and more, have we done, nor yet felt time, as a pi 
gentleman from a big manufacturing town phrased It the other Is 
day, 11 ’ang *eavy on our ’ands.’’ 8 ' 

Partridges, bares and boars, especially the former, are reported 
to be plentiful; a friend of mine avers that at a comparatively F 
neighboring shooting ground a good shot might easily bag t ’* re “ t y F 
brace In a day; so that anon, with more time and less wind, I a 
hope for some decent sport. g 

I have lately discovered, thanks to a communicative hunter, B i 
that many “sand-grouse,” alias “desert partridges,” come to tl 
drink In early morning at an easily accessible part of the valley b 
ol the Oued el Ghored, about three-quarters of an hour’s walk 
from this town. 8o I rose with the dawn one day, and, aeeom- y 
panied only by Cresar, hastened to the spot I found the sand- u 
grouse came down In twos and threes, to drink, at frequent In- u 
tervals. I also found that they carried away a lot of ahot; I a 
only bagged a brace, and a couple of doves. Perhaps my car- I 
trldges were damp, a very common thing in an atmosphere bo t 
charged with saline molBture. They were plump, heavy birds, r 
with very thick Bkins. Our cook boiled them, which I cannot t 
think judicious treatment for grouse of any kind. I got another a 
yesterday, In a very hurried visit to the spot, also losing one In , 
the bush (I had lost two on the previous occasion). ' 

My favorite shooting ground, because so handy,the “ lagoon ” c 
just outside the town gardens, has been lately barren, save of t 
sandpipers, ring dotterel, and such small deer. But now 'Aug. j 
1) my old favorites the redshanks have begun to come about the I 
old familiar cornera, and a few longer-legged waderB with them; t 
so,with them aud the whtmbrels and gray plovers on tbe rockB.the t 
sandgrouse by the little river, the partridges and hares farther 
afield, there need be no lack of sport, even If the weather will not 
allow of his putting to sea in the old " Turtle,” now undergoing 
thorough repair. 

Aug. 13.—Since writing the above, we have had calmer 
weather, and there has been some good sea-fishing. Yesterday, 
being the “ glorious twelfth,” I went out In quest of sand grouse, 
as anything “ grousy ” seemed appropriate to the occasion; but ■ 
I found the birds very scarce and wild, and only bagged one, 
also a dove and a brace of redshank. Partridge shooting Is ex¬ 
cellent just now; many birds have been driven down to tbe coast 
by some destructive fires in the Interior, which have even caused 
such uncommon animals as “ aoudats,” lynxes, and hyenas to 
corgregate temporarily a short dlstaoce inland, where I hear a 
big “ chasse ” was organized by a neighboring Arab tribe last 
Saturday. 

Aug. 25.—This Is certainly a wonderful neighborhood for par¬ 
tridges, and the red-legged persuasion. There la a hideous traffic 
In their eggs in the Spring, this Spring particularly. I am In¬ 
formed that they are brought In to the Mogador market In enor- 
• mous quantities; they find a ready sale, and are pronounced by 
Unscrupulous gourmet s to be “ nearly ae good as plovers’ eggs.” 

1 Then, while the birds are young, they arc continually being 
caught by the Moors, and even now that they are strong on the 
I wing, they manage to net large numbers, for I see plenty of live 
' birds in the market. The English steamers often take home 
1 quantities of our red legs (alive), and they command a quick sale 
1 at fairly remunerative prices. In spite of these fearful odds 
1 against them, partridges seem more abundant than ever this sea¬ 
son, particularly In the neighboring district of Sbledma, where 
s good bags may be relied on by good shots. Hares are numerous 
; In some parts; they are often coursed by the Moors with native 
1 greyhounds, sometimes knocked over with curious sticks, which 
f they throw very adroitly, and sometimes trapped. The Moors 
a are either horribly cruel, or so besottedly Ignorant as to have no 
notion that animals feel. They will bring In live hares to market 
i shockingly maimed and wounded, perhaps one leg gone, the other 

3 hanging by a tendon; they catch small birds and twist their wings 
^ so that they cannot fly; their treatment of their mules and don¬ 
’t keys Is sickening. 

Male revsnons a la chaeee. There are plenty of boars In the 
r neighborhood, but no plg-stlcklng here; night-huntlng with dogs 
r Is the modus opsrandi. Many large flocks of migratory birds 
8 may now be observed flyiog southward; we have not enough 
^ marshy lands to entice them to halt till the rainy season. Still 
' there are a few stragglers, just enough to give one pleasant pre- 
*’ monitions of the " good time coming,” the wlld-fowler’s month, 

8 October, when the ducks and snipe abound. One afternoon on 
8 some shallow pools among the sand hills, I bagged an avocet, a 
“ stilt-bird, and a god-wit; and up the river I got a bird which I 

4 could not Identify, something like a large sand piper,with almost 
[’ black wings, just lightly speckled with grey. 

d I saw a flock of curlews the other day, also bagged a coot, and 
6 another evening a teal, both Isolated specimens of species which 
' will be well represented by and by. Herons are beginning to fre- 
’ queut the banks of our little river. Hawks of all kinds are nu- 
IV merous and bold; the natives never shoot them,though they often 
rt catch them when young, some to send to England b/ the steam- 
n ers, some to train for hawking purposes. There are still a few 

_ sand grouse about, and quail a little way In the interior. Weather 

° delightfully cool and breezy; fish, flesh, and fowl plentiful and 
( j cheap, fruit particularly so; fine grapes about a half-penny per 
,<j pound, melons, figs, prickly pears, etc., in proportion. 

8, I find a great deterioration In my cartridges after being kept 
le for some time In this climate, with Its peculiar saline moisture. 
iy It seems to me that If cartridges repeatedly get moist, and are re- 
a peatedl; dried, a little of the strength of the powder Is given off 
sd each time. Yesterday afternoon, with such cartridges, I only 
er bagged two blue rocks ont of twenty shots, which Is not by. any 
ta means my usual style. The number of sand plpera, ring-dotterel, 
id and other small waders about here, Is astonishing. I never med- 
rd die with them, and they are charmingly tame,—S argellB, in 
{I- London Field.

Velocity of Shot—A Reply from Prof. A. H. Mayer. 

South Orange, N. J. 

Editor Chioaoo Field: —To-day, Oct. 5, for the first time, 

I have read the criticism on my experiments on the velocity of 
shot, etc., contained In tbe Chicago Field for Sept. 85 and Oct. 2. 
During the week after I left the Boston meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of Science, I hsd tbe misfortune 
to receive a sunstroke on a brain already much overworked. I am 
yet quite 111 and not able to write out a complete and correct account 
of my experiments. The synopsis of them which appeared In your 
paper was taken from only a part of ttie notes which I had prepared 
hastily to use at the meeting. All of the notes would have ex¬ 
plained the nature and object of the experiments, which would 
have been understood clearly by your readers. As soon as I am 
well enough I shall give you a full account of my work, which 
occupied me several months, and on which I made a very con¬ 
siderable outlay of thought, time and money. 

I am not yet well enough to reply to all of the criticisms made 
on my work, but my head Is clear enough to see that when a 
pellet of shot goes over 995 feet In a second, It has a greater veloc¬ 
ity thaD one which goes over 920 feet In the same time. I be¬ 
lieve I am also correct In “ holding the opinion” that 880 Is a 
greater number than 874, yet Eland (see the Chioago Field for 
Sept. 36, page 106) Is troubled In mind by pondering on “ the 
philosophical theory of projectiles” (I am not surprised that he 
la). Then he “ has a suspicion of error” when he views this ab¬ 
stract from my experiments, which he publishes In his note:

aOyards. 40yards. SOyards. 

Five drams powder. .996 880 775 

Four drams powder— .990 874 77!i 

and asks “ Will four drams of powder give a charge of shot 
greater velocity at thirty yards than Is obtained by five drams at the 
same distance, as Indicated by the comparison of the tables! We 
think not; [we agree with him and so do tbe tables he quotes], 
hence the suspicion of error. Who will explain!” 

Now I have explained part of these tables to him. Now If he 
will explain something to me, I will explain to him the last col¬ 
umn of the tables he quotes. I refer to the numbers 775 and 776 
under the head of 50 yards. I wish him to explain to me, as well 
as to many men who have devoted years to experiments Id guu- 
nlng,how the resistance of tbe air topelletBOf shot Increases with 
their velocity of flight. As he has studied " philosophical theo¬ 
ries of the velocity of projectiles” and “systems of gunning," be 
no doubt has settled the question whether the resistance of the 
air to the pellets Increases as the square or as the cube of their 
velocity of projection. If he will explain this then I can explain 
why at 50 yards the velocity of pellets projected from the gun by 5 
drs. of powder Is the same as the velocity of the pellet thrdwn from 
the gun with 4 drs. of powder. As to the difference of one foot 
Id favor of the 4 drs., thts amounts to nothing, for the Irregular¬ 
ities of velocity of pellets Is so great th* It Is Impossible to get 
tbelr average velocity to this fine point. Therefore I stated that 
at 50 v&rds their velocities are the aame. A. M. Mayer. 

Game Notes from Texas. 

Columbus, Tex. 

Editor CiiicAoo Field :— Yesterday, Oct. 4, my hunting 
friend, Maj. W. F. P., persuaded me to take my gun and go with 
him on the east-bound train to Ram’s Point, about nine miles 
from this place, where a friend had promised to meet us with a 
two-horse wagon, and take us oat on the prairie, where there 
were plenty of prairie chickens. We found Mr. H. in his wagon 
waiting for us, and we got off the train, as she had stopped to 
wood, with our guns, ammunition, and Major’s dog Sport. Mr. 
H. said he had been out on the prairie that mornlDg with his 
hounds, chasing mule-eared rabbit?, aud the dogs had flushed a 
large covey of chickens, which he had marked down and could 
take us right to them. As Is generally the case, we could find no 
chickens; they had left for parts unknown to us. Sport raDged 
1 we n ttn d hunted the ground over and over; he could scent where 
' the birds had been, but could not tell where they had gone to. 
Finally he came to a stand and we both hopped out of the wagon 
and made a break for the dog to see who would get tbe first shot. 
We soon flushed two chickens, and Major got his with the first 
barrel as It started off to the right. I brought mine down with 
the second barrel, and a good long shot It was, too. . 

! I soon found out that 3} dramB of DRtinar or black powder, 
with li ounce No. 8 was too light a load for full-grown chick- 
! ens, when they get up some forty or fifty yards from you, so I 
! think I will try more powder aud larger shot next time. 

’ We made several circles arouud that spot, and could find no 
‘ more chickens. I think we drove a mile or two before we found 
! any more birds, and only a small covey at that, sol will say that 
1 prairie chickens are quite scarce on these grounds. When 
‘ gport came to a stand again, we got some eight or ten shots, 

1 and only killed four birds that we got. I think we killed several 

8 that we did not get, for they would pack, shoot a long ways 
? sometimes, and the grass and weeds being high, we would lose 

I tbe spot, and would not find the dead birds. After this we only 
r ( found a few scattered birds, and we only bagged nine birds In 

9 the evening’s bunt, though we were very well satisfied with our 
trip, and came back to Columbus that Dlght on the midnight 
train, and bad a nice chicken dlnuer the next day. 

e we found a great many large coveys of small quails; a few 
9 covevs were grown, but the greater portion were very small, and 
9 many of them could not fly, and It would be cruel to hunt 
3 them now. We found one or two old birds yet sitting, which 

II seems to me to be quite late for this part of the state. I never 

i- before saw so many small birds, even la the first weeks of 8eptem- 
i. ber. But this season they seem to be eitremely late hatching. 
n They are more numerous this year than they have been for many 
* years past. . 

1 Major and I expect to have a good time this Winter, and with 
!t much less bunting and hard work than we had last seagpu, to

An Open Season for Doves. 

• Waterloo, III. 

Editor Chicago Field:—I write In the name of several mem¬ 
bers of our sporting club to ask you to use your Influence to, pro¬ 
cure an open BeasoD for doves. 

Our statute forbids killing them at any season, presumably on 
the supposition they are valuable to the farmers. This Is a mis¬ 
take, as they are gramnlvorous, and destroy no Insects to count. 

The open seasons In the following states are: 

Massachusetts, from Sept 1 to May 1. 

Missouri, from Aug. 1 to Feb 1. 

Alabama, from Aug. 1 to April 1. 

California, July 1 to Jan. 1. 

The game laws of other states are silent on the subject, either 
not protecting them, or, like ours In a separate statute, and not 
as game. It is true they are not much of a game bird, but we 
have little game here, and at certain seasons the doves are 
plenty and useless, If not for food and sport. I hope you will 
Interest yourself and paper In this matter, and oblige your read¬ 
ers here.

Port Royal, Tens., 8ept. 80.—In my last communication to 
theCutcAGo Field I reported the prospect good for quail shoot¬ 
ing. Since then we have had an unprecedented and excessive 
rainfall, and fears are entertained by sportsmen that many 
quails were drowned out, and shooting will be poor In consequence.

1 and at certain seasons seems to disappear altogether. The 
J pike-perch spawns early In the Spring, and during tbe Spring and 
s early Summer, frequents the foot of rapids and the eddies of 
9 mill-dams; later Id the season, as the water becomes warmer, he 
t retires to the deepest portions of Btreams and lakes, and to the 

seclusion of weeds or grass, whenever poeslble, and at this time 
he Is seldom taken by the angler, or even seen during tbe day- 
9 time, though by fishing at night he Is readily and easily taken; 

9 during the full moon Is the most favorable time for night fishing. 
The same tackle advised for black bass angling Is the most suit¬ 
able for the pike-perch, as regards the rod, reel and line. The 
hook should be larger, say from No. t-0 to 4-0, and should be 
tied on gimp snells Instead of silkworm gat. A sinker must be 
used, for he Is a bottom feeder; swivels and floats may also be 
used. 

The best bait for the pike-perch Is the live minnow, and It Is 
not worth while to try anything else. Occasionally they rise to 
the fly, and are sometimes taken by tbe trolllDg spoon. 

There is another species or sub-species ( S, aalmoneum), very 
Blmilar to the above, though small In size, with a smaller mouth, 
a larger eye, and more bluish or greenish In color; It Is called the 
blue pike," and white salmon.”

The yellow perch Is somewhat elongated and compressed; has 
two distinct dorsal fins, first with thirteen spines, and the second 
with fourteen soft rays; aides yellow, with several broad, dark, 
vertical bars; fins, reddish or orange. It sometimes grows to a 
weight of two or three pounds, though a pound might be con¬ 
sidered Its maximum weight. 

The yellow perch Is a flue pan-fish, and with the lightest tackle 
affords some sport. A very light native cane rod, twelve feet In 
length; a twisted silk line, No. 1, or the smallest size relald 
Japanese sea-grasa line, and a No. 3 hook on fine gut anell, with 
split shot sinker, Bnd a very light floats constitute the necessary 
outfit for perch fishing. The bait may consist of small minnows, 
cut bait, worms, or shrimps. The yellow perch also rises readily 
to the fly.

Color, silvery, with several Interrupted black stripes, 
The brassy bass is to bo fished for with the same tackle as the 
rock bass and white bass.

Report of the New York Commissioners of Fisheries. 

Tbe eleventh annual report of the Commissioners of Fisheries 
of the State of New York for the two years ending Dec. 31,1879, 
shows a steady advance and Improvement lo all departments of 
the work of the commission. 

One of tbe greatest difficulties that haa been met with is a reck¬ 
less disregard of proper protective measures by a certain portion I 
of the community, that would enjoy or destroy In the present to I 
tho neglect of the future. However well disposed the body of I 
the people may be In any locality, and however anxious to pro- i 
tectaud restore the fisheries, there Is Invariably a number of per- t 
sons who would selfishly appropriate everything to themselves 1 
and leave nothing for those who are to come after them. Such i 
unwise and Illiberal individuals can only be restrained by legal 1 
enactments, thoroughly well enforced. The State of New York s 
has gone to considerable expense to restock Its waters with fish, 
and cannot patiently see this expense wasted and made of no ac- 8 
count. A lew persons can, by persistent fishing out of season, t 
ruin fisheries that should be a valuable common property to an f 
entire neighborhood. Common rights are proverbially liable to t 
neglect and Invasion, and selfishness and lmprovldencs are con- c 
tlnually making war upon them. The same mistaken or incon- b 
Biderate course of proceeding which has once Impoverished our n 
fisheries will quickly do so sgalu, more quickly than before In tl 
consequence of the Increased population, and In spite of all that tl 


can be done by artificial cultivation,unless active preventive steps

Ing the laws which are made. Experience has shown that Indi¬ 
viduals will rarely take upon themselves tbe labor and odium of 
enforcing the laws made for the general good and protecting the 
public property when they have no special personal Interest. 
There are many wise and wholesome enactments on the statute 
books for the benefit of the community which are dead letters or 
which are get at defiance by every law-breaker who cares to do 
so. The property and rights of the community should Ite pro¬ 
tected lo tbe same way and by the same officer, whose legal dutv 
It Is to prosecute the Infractors of personal rights. Volunteer 
effort will never be sufficiently repressive, and amoog the associa¬ 
tions for the protection of game only one or two have been of 
much use. It may be said that there Is no limit to fish-culture, 
and this Is true, but at the same time It must not be forgotten 
that the state of New York is a very large place, including some 
six hundred and forty-aeven lakes, with a water extent of 466 - 
457 acres, besides the rivers, streams, ponds, coast line and lake 
line, and that the expense of supplying such a territory by arti¬ 
ficial means, in the face of wastefulness, Indifference and" neglect, 
would be enormous. The state commission Is established tor no 
such purpose, and has no such means at 11 b command, and has 
Invariably followed the plau of assisting that part of the commu- 
tbftt wUU “B to assist Itself, It has stocked the rivers 
that the clt zeDs of the vicinity Were willing to protect, or where 
there was such an overwhelming sentiment In favor of protection, 
that premature destruction was Improbable. Even then, however 
the commissioners have been disappointed occasionally, when a 
tow willful individuals have almost counteracted their efforts. 
Notwithstanding the defects In onr present laws tor protection 
great Improvement has been effected to many directions, and 
there Is no reason to doubt that In the long run all our fisheries 
will be restored.

Smithsonian Men. 

[Being some account of Baird, Rhees, Leech, Bean, Dali, Gill, 
Goode, Endllch, Rldgway, Bessels, Cushing, Rau, White, Taylor, 
Young, Smille, Richards, and others, with notes on a day at tho 
Institution.]

The Smithsonian Institution Is best known to the world 
through men, dead and alive, who have added L lustre and dis¬ 
tinction to Its walls. If Joseph Henry were on earth ho would 
be horrified at the sentiment. With him the great central Idea 
was tbe spread of the fame of tbe establishment. But tor all 
that, Henry was more than the Institution. ItB walls may crum¬ 
ble and decay. It may be swallowed up In some future great 
nattonal concern, or some calamity overtake It. The name of 
Henry, however, will be conspicuous In the galaxy of great 
aavanti as long as tbe race holds out. 

A notation of points JL. historic Interest ,ln regard to the 
Smithsonian would be un^mely at this writing. No pains have 
been spared by the press, or the Institution Itself, to make the 
facts In regard to (t a matter of common knowledge. Suffice It 
to say, that It is one of the moBt interesting features of the 
city of Washington, and Is visited as much as any other public 
balldlng. While to the great mass of people the specimens of 
natural history have little more than the Interest of curiosity, 
the men who are continually adding distinction to the Institu¬ 
tion are particularly the objects of attention Just at this time. 
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Among these, 

PROP. SPENCER F. BAIRD 

has first place. In 1850 he was called from a professorship at 
Dickinson College, Carlisle, Pa., to the assistant secretaryship of 
the 8mlthsoulan, which oflice he held until the death of Prof. 
Henry. As assistant secretary he had charge of the museum, 
publications, and exchanges. 

The National Museum came Into existence with the termina¬ 
tion of the Wilkes’exploring expedition In 1842, of which be 
was made curator on assuming his connection with the Smith¬ 
sonian. 

The following spicy account of the Professor Is from the pen 
of H. J. Ramsdell, which very accurately describes him. 

“Spencer F. Baird, the secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, 

Is known for his works In every scientific society abroad, and his 
researches and discoveries are familiar to all students abroad. 
He Is a member of several distinguished societies and ranks high 
In scientific literature. While Prof. Baird In bis thirty years’ 
labor In the 8mlthaooian Institution has given his attention to 
many matters for the Increase and diffusion of knowledge among 
men, he has devoted himself more particularly to fish and birds. 
Fish, as between the two, have taken rather more of his time, and 
what he does not know about fish Is not worth Inquiring about at 
the market stalls. It Is a homely saying that one cannot tell 
from looking at a toad how far he cau jump, but it Is safe to say 
that Prof. Baird can tell all about a fish with much less to 
start on. Olve him the scale, the fin, the tall, the nose, or (I had 
almost said) the smell of a fish, and the chances are that he will 
tell you Its name, Its size, Its habits, where It came from, the 
name of Its grandfather, If fishes are lucky enough to have 
grandfathers, whether It Is good to eat, how many bones will be 
likely to be found In a fish-ball made of It, and finally whether It 
Is capable of being grown In other waters. And as for birds, 
there Is not the slightest, doubt that he knows a hawk from a 
hernshaw,whether the wind Is southerly or not. He knows every 
little bone In their bodies, and every little feather upon their 
backs, and every little song they sing. Without absolute knowl¬ 
edge, but knowing something of the man, l am pretty well con¬ 
vinced that of all birds he prefers the canvas-back duck, and next 
to him the red head. But nB these can only be h<d In cold 
weather, It Is fair to suppose that he would be willing to discuses 
a woodcock In Summer, and a quail or a reed bird in the Fall. 
The bones of these are very Interesting to him as they are to some 
less scientific people. 

“Prof. Baird was born In Reading, Pennsylvania, In Feb¬ 
ruary, 1823, but he claims the beautiful borough of Carlisle, that 
slumbers so sweetly In the matchless Cumberland valley, as his 
home. Carlisle may fairly lay claim to the title of ‘ the nursery 
of great men.’ I can name a dozen myself. Three commissary 
generals of the army came from Carlisle, namely, Blaine, Gibson 
and Macfeely; Dr. Breckenrldge, Chief Justice Gibson, Judge 
McClure, Prof. Wormly, Lem. Todd, Judge Watts, Alf. 
Sponsler, Jim Bosler, and I don’t know how many others were 
or are from Carlisle, and even George Washington came from 
there. The latter, to be candid, did not stay there very long, on 
account of a misunderstanding he had with some Englishmen a 
hundred years or more ago. Prof. Baird was graduated 
from Dickinson College, In Carlisle, and In 1846 he was elected 
Professor of Natural Sciences, a position he held in that Institu¬ 
tion for only a short time. He came to Washington, and in 1850 
he became assistant secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, a 
position beheld continuously till May, 1878,when, upon the death 
of Prof. Henry, he was elected secretary and manager of the 
Institution. His family consists of his wife and an unmarried 
daughter. 

“ Prof, Baird’s house In this city Is neither very large nor 
very elegant. It Is situated in a fashionable locality, on Massa¬ 
chusetts avenue between Fourteenth and Fifteenth streets, on the 
double terrace, and occupies a commanding position. His neigh¬ 
bors are Senators Bayard, Morrill, Edmunds, Hill, of Colorado, 
Judge Miller and General Schenck, and not far off are the houses 
of Senator Wlndom and Allison, and Secretary Evarte. Prof. 
Baird’s houBe is of brick, with a bay window In front and on the 
west side. It is three stories and basement, and Is quite large 
enough for Its occupant, whose entertainments are few and 
modest. The visitor enters the parlor at the left, a very prettlly- 
furnlshed apartment, with pictures and ornaments and modern 
furniture, and in the rear Is the library. The books are mostly 
of a literary character, and very few scientific works are to be 
found on the tables or In the cases. In the large basemdflt 1 b 
the workshop, per w. A lively place truly I It is used aa the 
office of the United States Fish Commission* and the Professor’s 
own workroom. Here are half a dozen busy clerke and steno¬ 
graphers, and books, and maps, and drawings, and castings, and 
models are everywhere. The Professor Is a tremendous worker. 
Probably no man in Washington works harder. He keeps two or 
three stenographers, and for four hours in the morning he dic¬ 
tates reports, letters, Instructions, and scientific articles. His 
correspondence Is very large. The Institution has Its agents In 
every part of the world, and the foreign correspondence Is very 
heavy. The work of the Professor can be done by nobody el6e. 
He rises at 8 o'clock, and after a hearty breakfast be goes to 
work and works with great rapidity until noon. Then bis 
clerks spend the afternoon In writing out their notes and pre¬ 
paring the letters and documents for bis signature In the evening. 
The afternoon he s ends lo the Institution in receiving visitors 
and attending to the routine duties of his office. His room in 
the Institution building Is on the second floor fronting the park 
to the north. It Is rather bare of furniture and ornaments, but 
It looks like work. A big table la near the window, and within 
reach Is an electrical keyboard, by which he can call Mr. Rbees, 
the chief clerk of the Institution, or any officer or clerk In the 
Immense building. Prof. Baird’s hobby, next to fish and 
btrdF, Is electric bells and burglar alarms. His bouse Is strung 
full of wires and batteries. Every window and every door In the 
house has Its special wire and burglar alarm, and It Is said that 
one cannot move about the house without setting a dozen bells 
a-rtngtog. The building for the new National Museum, an im¬ 
mense structure covering over two and a half acres of land, now 
being built In the grounds of the Institution, la under the super¬ 
vision of Prof. Baird, Gen. Sherman, and Peter Parker, 
but It Is easily to be Been that Prof. Baird Is having his own 
way In the premises, for the wires are going In by the hundreds 
In every part of the great structure. There are to be over a hun¬ 
dred rooms for experiments and preparing articles for exhibition, 
etc., to say nothing of the grand exhibition rooms. All are to be 
spider-webbed with electric wires. 1 believe every ease for snakes, 
stuffed birds or what not Is to have on alarm, so that nobody can 
steal the Bnakes, etc- This museum, by the way, will be a great 
Ihlng for Washington. It will be the largest In the country and 
the moat varied and Interesting In Its character. A year hence It 
will be the moBt Interesting place to visit In Washington. Prof. 
Baird, Id addition to his electric machines, has an anemo¬ 
meter on the top of his house to register the wind. A rod from 
the top connects with a dial In the basement. 

“Prof. Baird has been, and is yet, a great walker. In all 
the expeditions he has made he has never ridden a horse. He 
always goos afoot from the base of supplies, and has often walked 
ten or twelve hours a day. He has been tireless as a collector of 
aatnral history specimens for forty years, Every Bummer found 


him amODg the trees or at the seashore, or on rivers and creeks. 
He had quite a large private collection when he came to the Insti¬ 
tution, but he turned It In with the general store. It Is a rule of 
his that no officer or employe of the Institution shall make a 
private collection. For two or three years the Professor has 
devoted a great deal of time and attention to the Fish Commis¬ 
sion, aud he has accomplished wonders. His collection at the 
late world’s exhibition at Berlin took the first premium, and com¬ 
manded the approbation of every country represented. He has 
Introduced carp In a great number of rivers and streams, and has 
several ponds near the Washington monument full of them. It 
Is said the carp Is the poor man’s fish, and that it can be 
domesticated like a chicken. They will come at call, and will 
take food out of one’s hand. They will grow anywhere, except 
where there are other fish, and will eat everything, and are very 
prolific. The Profeeaort has now found the spawning ground of 
thaj, prince of fish, the Spanish mackerel. Next year he will 
capture their spawn, and people a large portion of our Atlantic 
coast with them. 

“Of Prof.Balrd’s greatliterary labors It Is not necessary,nor have 
I the space to speak here. A catalogue of alt blB articles and 
works on natural history is now being prepared, and alone it will 
make more iban a hundred printed pages. His first work was a 
translation from the German of a work on fish. He has been a 
most copious writer on scientific subjects. For many years he 
was the scientific editor of Harper & Brothers, and superintended 
all their scientific publications In addition to his other duties at 
the Smithsonian. When Mr. Reid succeeded Mr. Greeley as edi¬ 
tor of the Tribune he employed Prof. Baird to furnish frequent 
articles covering everything new In the scientific world. This was 
kept up for years, and may be yet, for aught I know- 

“Physically as mentally, Prof. Baird lebulltupon a liberal scale. 
He Is six feet high, broad shouldered, heavy set and massive. 
Hie endurance Is a matter of envy to all who know him. He cau 
do more work with less fatigue than any man who ever went with 
him. With age he Is growing stout, and can’t weigh less than 
two hundred and twenty. He looks like a farmer walking about 
the streets with his grey clothes and slouch hat. He scuffs along 
without noticing anybody, and walks as though the weight of his 
brains pulled his head and shoulders down. He wears whiskers 
about his face (sandy In color) but no moustache. In bis per¬ 
sonal Intercourse he Is the most agreeable of gentlemen, aud fas¬ 
cinating in conversation. He has great magnetism, and the peo¬ 
ple about the Institution are strongly attached to him. H1 b 
habits are simple. He goes out to dinners and receptions half a 
dozen times during the season. He retires early and rises early. 
He Is temperate In bis eating and drinking. He never goes to 
a theater, a concert or a lecture. He says that in the first place 
he don't want to go and that In the second place he knows he 
would go to sleep. All the leisure time he has (little It Is, believe 
mel) he employs in novel reading, and hie favorite paper, strange 
as it may seem, Is the New York Ledger. This should be taken 
by Mr. Bonner as a great compliment.” 

MR. W. .1. HlttSBS 

Is chief clerk of the Institution, and, next to Prof. Baird, is one 
of the most important to its existence. If he should die to-day 
the Smithsonian would be In a muddle for ten years to come. 
No one knows anything of Its executive workings but he, and no 
better executive officer lives. He became chief clerk of the es¬ 
tablishment in 1853. He manages the finances and executive, 
and has general charge of the Institution apart from Its scien¬ 
tific Interests. RheeB Is a great proof-reader, and Is known 
to be second to no one In Washington for rapidity and 
accuracy In this line. His memory Is something remarkable and 
bis tact at classification Is often comments 1 upon. He never 
forgets a date or name, and this power combined with others 
named, renders him of peculiar value and fitness to his position. 
Though not In any sense a scientific man, he can lay his hand on 
any man or work, possessing knowledge of a scientific bearing. 
Mr. Rhees has written a volume on the history of the Smithsonian, 
a guide to the Institution, a journal of the board of regents, and 
is engaged on another volume, a biographical sketch of the Smlth- 
BOD. 

DANIEL LEECH 

has been connected with the Smithsonian for fourteen years as 
corresponding secretary. He Is also secretary of the U. S. 
National Building Commission. He Is a man of some forty 
years of age, and has some reputation as a writer. A valuable 
condensed history of the SmlthBonlan In Johnson’s encylopssdla 
Is from his pen. He was Prof. Baird’s chief clerk at the Centen¬ 
nial, and superintended the reception and transportation of the 
presents of foreign governments to the National Museum, 
amounting to some forty car loads. He Is another valuable man 
to the Smithsonian, who knows Prof. Baird and his wants at the 
end of a quill better than any other person. 

Aside from the above there can scarcely be any distinction as 
to rank, aud the notes on the remainder will be given as they 
occur to the writer. 

TARLRTON H. BEAN 

Is curator of the fish department of the national museum, and a 
co-worker with Goode. He came to the Institution from a high 
school In Pennsylvania, where he was an Instructor, some bIx 
years ago. He Is perhaps thirty-five years of age. At present 
he Is In Alaska, with Capt. Dali, engaged In procuring material 
for the census relating to the fisheries of the Northern Pacific 
coast. He has Investigated and written much on scientific 
topics. 

CAPT. W. H. DALL 

Is one of the most widely known men among scientists In this 
country. Years ago he took part In the early Western expeditions. 
He Is the curator of the conchologtcal department of the National 
Museum. He became connected with the Smithsonian some ten 
years since. He comes from a noted family. His mother Is Mrs. 
Caroline H. Dali, well known as a strong advocate of woman’s 
rights, of high 6odal standing In Boston. His father Is the only 
Uoltarian missionary now In India. Captain Dali Is In Alaska 
In charge of the U. 8. Coast Survey there. He wrote a standard 
work on that country some time ago, and has jUBt brought out 
the “ Coast Pilot," a large quarto volume, relating to the 
meteorology of Alaska, which Is regarded by Nature as one of the 
most remarkable of all the remarkable works Issued by the Uni¬ 
ted States government. He Is a voluminous contributor to 
knowledge. 

PROF. THEODORE SILL 

has given up science largely for real estate speculations. For 
many years he was librarian of the Smithsonian Institution. He 
has been regarded as one of the able scientific men of this country, 
and has distinguished himself for hie Investigation on fishes. He 
has probably done more In this latter line than any other Amer¬ 
ican Ichthyologist. Agassiz at one time looked upon him with 
contempt, but died with the mortification that Oil), and not he, 
was the real authority on fishes. Some fifteen years ago he be¬ 
came connected with the Smithsonian. He Is a bachelor, and Is 
now regarded as one of the sharpest real estate speculators In 
Washington. He Is supposed to be worth (200,000, and la try¬ 
ing to get rich In order to facilitate his scientific research. He 
has a great power of memorisation, and writes for many 
journals* 


O. BROWN GOODE 

became connected with the Institution some five years ago, and 
has risen from one station to another, with rapidity. He went 
from a connection with Middletown College, where he still bolds 
Disposition as curator of the museum, to the curatorshtp of the 
National Museum. He went to Berlin as United States repre¬ 
sentative of fisheries, is in charge of the census of fisheries, sDd 
Is deputy United States fish commissioner. He married the 
daughter of Orange Judd, the well-known New York publisher, 
and Is probably some thirty-five years old. Like many others 
connected with the Smithsonian, he Is a very remarkable man. 

P. M. BNDLIOH 

has been connected with the institution for some six years In 
charge of the mlneralogteal section. He Is now in Colorado In 
charge of some four mines, at a very large salary. He Is some 
thirty years old. Though one of the best Informed men In his 
line In America, he has doubtless written less than any other In¬ 
vestigator of the Smithsonian. The cause Is said to bo indis¬ 
position. 

ROBERT RIDQWAX 

Is especially interesting to the readers of the Chicago Field as 
being an Illinois man. As a’ young collector he Interested Prof. 
Baird, and what young man has Baird failed to provide for, whose 
naturalistic talent was evident? Some fifteen years ago he 
became connected with the Smithsonian, where he la known 
to all aa “ Bob.” He has risen to eminence, as all know, and 
is to-day one of the first ornithologists In this country. He was 
associated with Baird and the lamented Brewer in preparing the 
great work of this triumvurate on North American ornithology, 
and has also constructed a catalogue of the birds of Illinois. He 
Is about thirty years old, and Is In charge of the ornithological 
department of the Smithsonian, and a voluminous writer. 

DR. EMIL BESSELS 

Is the physicist of the 8. I. He was chief of the scientific staff 
of the Polaris. At present he Is In Europe collecting additional 
material on Greenland and the Esquimaux,a partially finished work 
which be will complete as soon as possible. He Is a man of some 
means, and spends bis money liberally for the distribution of 
scientific knowledge. 

FRANK H. CUSHING 

Is now among the Zuni Indiana studying their ethnology, manners 
and customs. Six years ago when a very young man he came to 
the 8. I. from Cornell University, and to-day at the age of 
twenty-four, Is the ethnologist of the establishment. He Is now 
living with the Indians—a member of the tribe. His Investiga¬ 
tions will doubtless be published by the U. S. Ethnological Bu¬ 
reau now under the direction of Major Powell. 

CHARLES RAU 

Is the arcbiBologlst of the Smithsonian, and a well known writer. 
In recognition of hts distinguished services In this line be was 
appointed delegate to the Ethnographical Institute of France, 
which embraces a number of societies. He has been connected 
with the 8. I. for some years and Is now about fifty. He has a 
fine collection of his own. He Is a bachelor, like many others 
who have gone Into the Institution unmarried. 

PROF. C. A. WHITE 

has been the palaeontologist of the S. I. since July 1. He was 
for a long time connected with the Hayden Survey, In which 
capacity he wrote a work on Invertebrate palaeontology In con¬ 
nection with Cope, and also a bibliography of the same subject. 
He Is about fifty-four years old and came from BowdolD Col¬ 
lege, where he was professor In natural history. 

PROF. OTIS T. MASON 

la the collaborator of ethnology. He Is better known, however, 
as editor of the anthropological department of the American Nat- 
uralitt. He Is engaged In writing a work on the ancient mounds 
of North America, which will be published by either the Smlth- 
sootan or the Ethnological Bureau. He Is a graduate, and, I be¬ 
lieve, still a professor In Columbia College. He Is about forty 
years old, and has been connected with the S. I. for several 
years. 

WH. B. TAYLOR 

Is a physicist and scientific assistant. He Is Interested In acous¬ 
tics, and has written a biography of the scientific character of 
Joseph Henry. He Is now preparing a Henry memorial volume 
on which ho has been engaged for two years. He also wrote a 
review of the controversy between Henry and Tyndall on sound. 
He Is some fifty years old, has been connected with the Smith¬ 
sonian some five years, and was an Intimate friend of Prof. 
Henry. 

o. B. YOUNG 

Is the accountant, and a scientific assistant. He Is in charge of 
the philosophical apparatus, and Is a fine linguist. He Is a grad¬ 
uate of Columbia College and the Harvard Scientific School. He 
has been connected with the Institution some ten years, and Is, 
perhaps, thirty years old. 

DR. FRED W. TAYLOR 

Is acting mineralogist and Is peculiarly energetic In his department. 
He Is a graduate of the University of Virginia, has been In the 
Institution about a year, aud Is perhaps thirty years old. 

JOSEPH PALMER 

Is the modeler. He was brought here from England and Is the 
best artist In the line of natural historical casts In America. He 
received special mention In the Centennial catalogue. He is 
now making a collection of models of fishes which shall surpass 
anything of the kind In the world. 

p. w. SMILIE 

is the photographer, and as such la eminent. He hae made a 
special study of lights and experiments on apparatus for photo¬ 
graphic purposes. He has taken a large number of photographs 
of scientific specimens on an exact scale. He Is at present pre¬ 
paring photographs for the contemplated great work on North 
American Ichthyology, to be published under the direction of the 
Institution. 

Mr. J. H. Richards palntb the models of fishes and does sketch¬ 
ing. 

A. Z. Nasbllnder paints the enakes. Both of these men raok 
first as artists. 

OTHERS. 

The Smithsonian has also many representatives out on expedi¬ 
tions. Among these are Edward Nelson, now In Alaska, and 
Fred A. Ober, lately In the South Seas. 

It will be evident to the struggling naturalist how Important It 
Is to secure a connection with the Smithsonian. Those men¬ 
tioned above, naturally, have been the first to secure the appoint¬ 
ment on any expedition, commission, or government work. In 
this way the men have served a triple purpose, i. s., have en¬ 
riched Smithsonian collections, Increased Its notoriety, and have 
themselves been elevated Into no little Importance. They have 
fared better. In most cases than those who by tbelr own means 
have conducted expeditions by themselves.
